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PROCTOR KNOTT NOMINATED FOR 
GOVERNOR. 

ABITTER FIGHT AND A CHARGE THAT MONEY 

- WAS USED—A TARIFF FOR REVENUE 

SPEECH BY HENRY WATTERSON. 

‘Lovisvi.ite, Ky., May 17.—The two 
great features of to-day’s session of the Demo- 
cratic State Convention were the nomination 
of the Hon. J. Proctor Knott for Governor 
on the seventh oallot and the tariff-for-reve- 
nue-only speech by the Hon, Henry Watter- 
son. The success of Mr. Knott was gained 
after what was probably the hardest fight 
‘ever seen in Kentucky: Only one ballot was 
‘taken to-day—the seventh. Early in the ac- 


- tion Owsley’s name was withdrawn and the 


\ 
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gall of counties had not proceeded far be- 
fore it was apparont “that Buckner 
‘was the last mean in the race and 
‘would have to be dropped. His supporters 
consequently withdrew his name. The ballot- 
ing proceeded with considerable excitement, 
and the extreme closeness of the vote caused 
the interest to become intense. After the last 
county (Woodford) had been called, the friends 
of both Knott and Jones began shouting for 
their respective candidates, and each side 
claimed the nomination. It was some time 
before the Secretaries could reckon up the vote, 
and inthe meantime the convention became 
transformed into a pandemonium. Half a 
dozen speakers occupied the floor at once, 
the crowd surged upon the stage, and 
it was at times impossible to proceed 
for several minutes. The official result 
of the vote was not announced, but nad been 
added as 872 for Jones and 368 for Knott, and 
the Jones men were becoming jubilant; but at 
this juncture Owen County, which had hereto- 
fore given Jones 5 votes, changed to a solid 
front for Proctor Knott, though this was not 
effected without a long and very disorderly 
wrangle. This action of Owen County put 
Knott 1 vote ahead, and there was a succes- 


sion of changes, most of which were lost to the 
ears of the Secretaries on account of the 
pop hee confusion. Henry County changed 2 
of votes to Knott. Several of the Louis- 
ville districts did likewise, and every one of 
these alterations were greeted with a wild 
horus of cheers. Some of the Jones nien at- 

. tempted to stem the tide, put without avail, 
and at last, when it was seen that Knott was 
eight or ten votes ahead, Jones’s friends with- 
drew his name, and moved that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Knott be made unanimous, The 
air was now filled with hats, canes, and yells, 
and the excitement became intense. The mo- 
tion to make Mr. Knott’s nomination unani- 
mous was carried with an immense yell at 
1:050’clock. 1t took three hours to go through 
the several ballots. When the result was 
reached the Knott delegates seemed beside 
themselves with excitement and joy. it was 
the most thrilling finish even seen in a Ken- 
tacky convention. 

The Louisville /vening Post to-night contains 
the following doub!e-leaded editorial : 

“The Hon. Proctor Knott is nominally nominat- 
ed, after Col. Jones had secured a majority of the 
votes. There is every reason to believe the result 
Was secured by money. We have the name of a 
reliable gentleman who was ealled from his seat 
fn the convention and tol4 that Mr. Roach and Mr. 
Atherton wished to see him. He answered the 
eall. Mr. Atherton and Mr. Roach then told him 
they would give $5,08 for four votes. The gentle 
man declined to have anything to do with sucha 
transaction. Other offers were made to other 
parties. The proofisat hand. Who wants it?’ 

After the nomination had been made Mr. 
Knott and Mr. Buckner were called upon and 


_ made brief speeches, when the convention ad- 


journed for dinner. At the afternoon session 
six candidates were placed in nomination for 
Lientenant-Governor, and two ballots were 
taken without a choice. At the end of the 
second ballot and before the vote was an- 
nounced, the Hon. Henry Watterson was seen 
on the stage, and the crowd immediately began 
to yell ‘** Watterson,” “Speech,” ‘‘ Tariff for 
revenue only.’”’ He finally responded to the 
call After congratulating the convention on 
tts work he said: ‘Throughout that 

{ parliamentary battle last Winter in 

national capital, which ended by the un- 
constitutional enforcement by the Republican 
majority gf a measure that should have been 
entitled ‘An act still further to plunder the 
people,’ it was a Kentuckian who stood 
at the head of the vy of the 
people in the Senate; it wasa Kentuckian who 
stood at the head of the party of the people in 
the House, and to Kentucky the people all 
over the Union are looking, not merely for a 
wise and clear key-note, but for one who shall 
preside over and organize the next Congress 
of the people, there to confound the 
schemes of that robber horde which for 20 
years has ruled the country with its rod of 
gold and iron.” Speaking of hishobby “tariff 
for revenue only” he said: “It is an 
axiom of civil liberty. It is but 
another way of saying equal rights to 
all, exclusive privileges to none.’ It is 
the fundamental principles of Democratic 
doctrine and it means that duties shall 
be levied for the exclusive use of the Gov- 
ernment and that no more revenue 
shall be coilected than is required to 
support the Government economically ad- 
ministered ; that is to suy, when 
the Government gets its taxes the tax shall 
stop; none cf it shall go into private hands 
to enrich the few at the expense of the 
many.” He concluded by saying that to Ken- 
tacky would be given the glory of the adop- 
tion of this policy, and he congratulated the 
Democrats of the Commonvweaith that such 
was the case. 

The report of the Committee on Platform 
came in and wasread. Outside of the usual 
stereotyped resolutions, the only thing of im- 
portance was the clause about the tariff, 
which was conspicuous for the absence of Mr. 
Watterson’s pet expression. It read as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, 'Toat ovr laws in relation te revenue 
and taxation shouid be so framed as to secure 
equality in the rate of assessments as nearly as 
possible, and to insure the collection of revenne in 
the most convenient, inexpensive manner, 

Two more useless ballots for Lieutenant- 
Governor were taken, and the convention ad- 
journed till tc-night. 

The Hon. John G. Carlisle was not present. 
In a conversation at Lexington to-day about 
the tariff question ne expressed the opinion 
that the term “‘a tariff for revenue only” was 
& queer one and really did not mean what it 
was intended to mean, that is, a revenue tar- 
iff, which necessarily includes the idea of inci- 
dental protection to certain articles upon 
which duties are laid. Mr. Carlisle thought 
the word “only” was superfluous and con- 
fused the interpretation of the term. 
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THE OHIO DEMOCRATIC FEUDS. 
MR. THURMAN TAKING A HAND IN THE 
CONTEST AGAINST JUDGE HOADLY. 

Coicuevs, Ohio, May 17.—The very bit- 
ter contest that is now going on in this State 
between the Pendieton and anti-Pendleton 
factions for the control of the Democratic 
State Convention is becoming warmer every 
fay. In the couuty convention last week, it 
must be edmitted that Mr. John G. Thomp- 
son’s views were set aside, andevery motion 
made by the former boss and present manager 
of Mr. Pendleton’s fortunes were voted 
down with an emphasis characteristic 
of the ‘Kids,’ as they are now called, 
The anti-Pendleton managers are certainly 
meving with much caution, and, it might be 
said, have the backing of an element of 
strength which will be hard to shatter. First, 
the *‘Kids,” known and recognized as the 
friends of Bookwalter, have selected an old- 
time Democrat in Gen. Durbin Ward as their 


candidate for Gubernatoria) honors, Gen. 
Ward is particularly strong, and having so 
many times been set up and knocked down 
in the interest of inferior men, there has 
sprung up among al! classes a strong sympa- 
suy which is apparently on the increase 

nomination of Gen. Ward and the election of 
a Democratic Legislature. together with the 


Democratic State ticket, means nothing short 
of the close of Mr. Pendleton’s Senatorial! ca- 
reer atthe endo? his present term. While 
Mr. Hoadly would oe fully as popular with 
the Young Democracy as any other can- 
didate named, it is believed that a part- 
nership exists between Judge Hoadly and 
Mr. FPendicton, and that the success of the 
former would be nothing less than a prelimi- 
nary victory for Mr. Pendleton. To avoid 
every semblance of creating a division, the 
friends of Bookwalter have selected Gen. 
Ward, a genuine mossback and a warm per- 
sonal and political friend of ex-Senator Allen 
G. Thurman. In doing this it cannot be urged 
that the ‘‘ Kids” are aiter the spoils. On the 
contrary, they are after Mr. Pendleton, and 
the present outlook can hardly be gratifying 
to ** Gentleman George.” 

Reference to an article published in Tur 
Times, about a year ago, may not be out of 
place. The article referred to was based upon 
information obteined of Mr. Thurman’s per- 
sonal friends, who charged that at the Cin- 
cinnati Convention Mr. Hoadly proved false 
to Mr. Thurman, after having pledged him- 
self to before the convention and use all 
honorable means to bring about the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Thurman as the Democratic can- 
didate for the Presidency. The friends of 
Mr. Thurman bave never changed the opinions 
expressed at that time, although the friends of 
Mr. Hoadly emphatically denied that 
such was the case, The friends of Mr. 
Hoadly assert that Mr. Thurman had no 
chance whatever of receiving the nomination ; 
that Judge Hoadly remained so faithful to the 
ex-Senator that he destroyed all hope of Ohio 
getting the nomination. The Payne men 
scour, Judge Hoadly for not a ing to 
vote for Mr. Payne after the New-York dele- 
gation pledged its vote. Between these two 
fires Judge Hoadly has been the recipient of 
no little abuse. ; 

The course now taken by ex-Senator Thur- 
man in advocating the nomination of Gen. Dur- 
bin Ward as against Judge Hoadly, is sincu- 
larly suggestive, and the inference is that Mr. 
Thurman’s opinion of Judge Hoadly’s effort in 
his behalf at the National Democratic Conven- 
tion three years ago was fully given by his 
friends as published in THe Times, and that 
Judge Thurman as well as his friends still en- 
tertain their expressed opinions of over a year 
ago the events of the past few weeks fully con- 


The Young Democracy here have the pri- 
maries in their own hands, and delegates to 
the State Convention will be elected by a pop- 
ular vote on June 16. The Hon. Allen G, 
Thurman will be sent as a delegate to the 
State Convention from his ward, and as such 
will doubtless have considerable to do in its 
deliberations, to say nothing of the candidates. 
It is understood that Mr. John G. Thompsou is 
anxious to keep Mr. Thurman away from the 
convention, at least as a delegate, but will 
hardly succeed. 


BUTLER AND THE PRESIDENCY. 

Cuicaco, May 17.—The Hon. Jobn B. 
Alley, ex-member of Congress from Massa- 
chusetts, who is visiting Chicago, said to a re- 
porter to-day, speaking of Gov. Butler, that he 
did not think the General would make the race 
for Governor again next November. He could 
not afford to take the chances of being defeat- 
ed. Mr. Alley says Gen. Butler has told him 
that although he did not expect to receive the 
Democratic nomination for President, yet he 
thought certain conditions might arise which 
would compel the Democratic Party to take 
him up. He knew very well that 
the leaders would dispense with him 
if they could, but at the same time they recog- 
nized his voy with certain elements of the 
people. Mr. Alley thought that Justice Miller, 
of the Supreme Court, was the most available 
man for the Republicans to take up. When 
asked if he regarded Mr. Blaine as out of the 
arena, he said Mr. Blaine had told him quite 
recently that he would not be a candidate. 


PAUL STROBACH’S CASE. 


THE DEMURRER TO THE INDICTMENT 8U5- 
TAINED BY THE COURT, ~ 

Monreomery, Ala., May 17,—The demurrer 
to the indictment of Paul Strobach, United 
States Marshal, was, as predicted, sustained 
by Judge Bruce and all of the indict- 
ments were thrown out of court. S&tro- 
bach was heartily congratulated in court by 
all the Republicans and even by some of his 
most inveterate politieal enemies, who ex- 
pressed themselves as disgusted with this 
pettv -persecution. The universal opinion of the 
Bar is that the quashed indictments drawn by 
special counsel, Judge Rice, employed by Brewster 
Cameron, were even more defective than the first in- 
dictments on forms drawn upat Washington, which 
he abandoned and improved upon. ‘Judge Rice 
reargued the whole matter this morning, consum- 
ing three hours, although Judge Bruce distinctly in- 
vited argument on one point only. The closing ar- 
gument of Mr. Clopton for the defense was one of 
the most eloquent and convincing ever 
made in a _ court of justice. Goaded by 
Judge Rice, he exposed the motives of the 
prosecntion and laid bare thelr real inten- 
tions. Some hundreds of witnesses had been 
subpeenaed here, and were in attendance for 
nearly two weeks without a cent of pay, 
ostensibly for the purpose of indicting 
the deputies of the Jate Marshal Osborn, 
whose acts the Washington detectives have 
been characterizing all over the State as more 
fraudulent than the star route frauds, but no per- 
son has been indicted, the whole time of the Grand 
Jur~ »aving been frittered away in procuring two 
defective sets of indictments against Strobach, 
who happened to serve as a Deputy Marshal fora 
f>-v days more than three years ago. The question 
arises now what the next step will be of Brewster 
Cameron against Strobach to carry out his con- 
tract to dispose of him. .

THE PH@NIX PARK MURDER 
TRIALS COMPLETED. 
THE REMAINING CONSPIRATORS SENTENCED 
TO PENAL SERVITUDE—DANIEL CURLEY 
TO BE HANGED TO-DAY. 

Dusty, May 17.—James Mullett, Edward 
O’Brien, Edward McCaffrey, Daniel Delaney, 
William Moroney, and Thomas Doyle, who 
had pleaded guilty to the charge of conspiracy 
to murder, were arraigned for sentence this 
morning. The first five mentioned were sen- 
tenced to 10 years’ penal servitude each and 
Doyle to five years. The Crown decided to 
drop the charge against McCaffrey of having 
participated in the murder of Mr. Burke. 
Judge O’Brien, in passing sentence upon 
James Mullett, said: ‘There is more 
known concerning you than has been made 
public. I believe you were present during the 
attack on Juror Field.” Mullett replied, ‘‘I 
was not.” The Judge then adverted to the 
share the prisoner had taken in organizing the 
conspiracy to murder. Matthias Brady, who 
was charged with vo ence ree py mg foreman of 
the jury which convicted his brother, Joe 
Brady, pleaded guilty to the charge, but the 
Crown and the person threatened assented to 
his discharge. ‘he trial of Peter Doyle on the 
charge of conspiracy to murder was post- 
poned-on account of his sickness. He was in 
court this morning, but was so weak that he 
had to be supported by a warder. Judge 
O’Brien, after sentencing the men above men- 
tioned, discharged the special jury panel which 
was summoned to try the cases of the men 
charged with the Phenix Park murders and 
other crimes. He took occasion to praise the 
manner in which their arduous and painful 
labors had been performed. ‘The special busi- 
ness of the commission was concluded to-day. 

Daniel Curley, another of the condemned 
Phenix Park murderers, is to be hang:d to- 
morrow. His father and wife visited him to- 
day and bade him farewell, They were very 
much distressed, but the prisoner was firm. 

The trials of Gibney and Kingston, who 
yesterday pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
conspiracy to murder, havé been postponed 
until the next Assizes. 

Mr. O'Donnell, member of Parliament for 
Dungarvan, in a letter to the Freeman’s Jour- 
nal, says that the Vatican has been misled by 
the specious mendacity which has availed 
itself of the monstrous ignorance of Irish af- 
fairs prevailing at Rome.

A SOAP FACTORY BURNED. 
Seip di aidlticdaichin 
TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS LOST BY A FIRE LN 
BUFFALO—THE INSURANCES, 
BourraLo, May 17—Fire broke out in the 
fourth story of R. W. Bell & Co.’s soap factory at 
Nos. 77 to 89 Washington-street, this city, about 
6 o’clock this afternoon, and before it could 
be stopped did damage amounting to about $10,000. 
The building is of briek, five stories high, 
and divided throngh the middle by a brick 


wall with iron doors. The fonrtn floor, 
where the fire broke out, contained the 
mixing and wrapping rooms. The fire destroyed 
everything on the fourth floor east of the partition, 
and made its way up to the roof, but most of 
the material on the fifth floor was saved.

RAILROAD WARS STOPPED 


FREIGHT MATTERS ARRANGED TO 
SATISFY ALL LINES. 
AN AGREEMENT REACHED, TO CONTINUE 
UNTIL SEPT. 1, WHICH IS EXPECTED 
TO PREVENT ALL CUTTING. 

Gen. J. H. Devereux, President of the Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis and 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis Railroads, which 
form what is commonly known of the “ Bee Line,” 
is at the Windsor Hotel, Last evening, in conver- 
sation with a Tnrrs reporter, he “said, when speak- 
ing of the perfection of the freight pool arrange- 
ment: ‘‘I don’t pelieve the millenium has come 
exactly. I have been in the railroad business for 
35 years, and therehas certainly never been so near 
an epproach to it in railroad matters as there is 
at this present moment.SRailroad men are now in 
& position more nearly than they ever have been 
before in the history of railroading in this country 
to treat men as brothers. To-day an arrangement 
was absolutely consummated fixing the pooling ar- 
rangements from Chicago, Cincinnati. and St. 
Louis. Excesses above per centages, it has been 
agreed, shall be settlea by money payments be- 
tween the roads. There is now no war of rates, 
no prospect of a war, and there will be no 
war between any of the trunk lines and 
their Western connections during the ex- 
istence of the contract, which continues un- 
til Sept. 1 next. The stories of rate wars 
which sre so extensively circulated here and 
throughout the country seem to emanate from one 
source and for a purpose. That source is in 


Chieago, and all sorts of stories are set afloat there 
‘and telegraphed east, and unquestionably they 
,come from some pérson or persons in trade, who 
hope by this method to secure concessions which I 
have certain means of knowing are not granted. 

“It stands to reason,”’ he continued, ‘that the 
roads themselves do not want a renewal of the 
old rate wars, as they cannot make so much money 
as they can under the present arrangement. There 
must-be a.division of traffic, for the roads were 
built for money-making purposes. and bust- 
ness is necessary to that end. It is better 
for the competing roads to earn a fair per- 
centage on their investment, proportioned 
upon their facilities, than for one or two 
roads to try and get it all by cutting rates and 
thus inaugurating a system which will result in 
loss instead of even asmall profit. It is an act of 
justice to the stockholders that this should be done 
if possible, and they thus be given a return for 
their investment. Another reason why sueh an 
arrangement as we have perfected is a 
good thing fer the whole public is that 
it prevents the diversion of trade from 
centres where it properly belongs by putting them 
jali on @ basis of equality. It seoures, too, a fair 
tariff for all and a living tariff for the railroads, and 
unjust discriminations as against one centre of 
trade, one class of traders, or against the small 
trades are prevented, for such a discrimination 
would certainly be detected, and the party making 
such discrirnaination would be punished by pre- 
vention from participation in the benefits of the 
peol. No one will claim that the present rates are 
excessive when the facililies given to shippers and 
the expenses of operating are considered. The 
plan adopted is one that must work satisfactorily 
|. to every one interested. and be beneficial to all. 
, There can be no rate war, I am positive.”

THE ALTANTIC AND PACIFIC. 
, REPORT OF THE ROAD’S CONDITION AND 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Boston, May 17.—At the annual meeting of 
“the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad to-day the re- 
|Dorts presented showed that 560 miles of main 
track have been built west of Albuquerque during 
the year, and that only 10 more now remain to be 
"built'toa junction with the Southern Pacific, at 
‘the .Great Colorado. The Central Division has 
beer completed to a point three miles west of the 
,Arkansas River, in the Inaian Territory, 100 
‘miles west of the State line of Missouri. 


The road has heen strengthened at all 
weak points by rip-rap so that washouts 
in the future arenot expectsd. The lands earned 
by construction to date are 17,220,000 acres. The 
road is fully equipped with rolling stock. Four 
hundred miles of t road haye been examined 
and aecepted by the Government as a road of the 
first class. Good coal has been found 
abundance as to reduce the price of fuel from $9 
per ton at the beginning of the construction 
to less than $2 at present. The progress 
made in the construction of the Western 
Division, sinee the adoption of the tri- 
partite agreement with the Atchison and 
the San Francisco Road is, in completed road at 
the end of each year, as follows: Dec, 3), 1880, 
‘78 miles; Dec. 31, 1881, 298 miles; Dec. 31, 1882, 440 
miles. The road, as far as completed, is first class 
in character, the track being laid with heavy steel 
rails and over iron bridges. The iron viaduct at 
Cafion Diablo, 250 feet long, was built at a cost of 
_over $250,000. Suitable machine-shops, car-houses, 
engine-houses, section-houses, water-stations, sta- 
tion bulidings, and telegraph lines have been con- 
structed as the road bas advanced. 

Or. the Central Division, from the Missouri line 
west to Aiberquergue, final surveys were com- 
menced forthe extension west of Vinita, Indian 
‘Territory, in November, (881. Grading westwardly 
from Vinita was begon in January, 1882; the track 
was completed to Tulsa, on the Arkansas River, 99 
miles westof Seneca, Mo., in September, 1882, and 

. 85 miles of the road west of Seneca have been ac- 
cepted by the Government. The Central Di- 
vision. is at present operated by the St. 
Louis ‘and San Francisco Railwsy, whieh 
.furnishes the necessary ~ equipment. Tt is 
the intention of the company to proceed with the. 
‘construction of this division westward from 
Tulsa during 1888. Interest upon the bonds under

BRITISH CONSULS DIRECTED TO CAUSE HIS 
ARREST WHEREVER FOUND. 

WaAsHINGTON, May 17.—It was understood 
here to-day that reports were in circulation about 
the country that all the British Consuls in the 
United States had been instructed to cause the 
arrest, when found, of Tynan, Sheridan, and 
Walsh. The State Department, which evidently 
regards the Irish question as one in which the pub- 
lic has no proper concern, refuses to answer any 
questions about Tynan, Sheridan, or Walsh. While 
no demand of a formal nature has been-made upon 
the United States Government for the surrender of 
any of the men charged as being implicated in 
criminal offenses against the British Government, 


and Mr. West, the British Minister, has said that 
no demand has been made for Walsh, he admits 
that all the British Consuls in this country have 
been notified to look out for Tynan apd to secure 
his arrest as soon as he shall be dis- 
eovered, bo matter where he may § be 
found. So far as Tynan—or ‘*‘ Number One’’— 
is concerned there bas been no demand made for 
his extradition, and it is not expected that such a 
demand will be made until it is preferred beforea 
United States Commissioner in New-York or else- 
where, where he may be found. itis not expected 
that avy departure from the treaty stipulations 
will be asked or expected by the British Govern- 
mentin any attempts which may be made for the 
arrest of either of the three indicted Irishmen.

SHERIDAN EXPECTING ARREST. 
COMMISSIONER OCSBORN “REPLIES To 

STATEMENT MAD& BY MB. SHERIDAN. 

“T hear that a warrant for my arrest is in 
the hands of a United Staies Marshal,’ said P. J. 
Sheridan, yesterday afternoon. “I shall remain 
down-town until sundown to await its service if 
the information is true. My defense is already 
prepared. I believe itto be ample. On that score 
I have not the slightest fears. If arrested, I shall 
protest against my arraignment before Commis- 
sioner Osborn, for I consider my case to have 
been prejudged by him. If he waz correctly re- 
ported, he said ina newspaper interview that if 
the eharges made by the English Government 
were borne out by proof, my extradition would 
follow as a matter of course. From that I in- 
fer that no matter what evidence I might furnish 
in my own defense it would avail me nothing. 
The English Government, with its machinery, any 
one knows, would have no difficulty in getting 
witnesses to implicate me. It would send eyi- 


dence to this country, and if I could not present 
evidence in my own behalf, you can readily see 
what the consequences would be.”’ 

Commissioner Osborn declined to say whether 

a warrant has been issued. “Some intimation has 
been given to me,” said he, “‘that Mr. Sheridan 
thougnt in the Archer case I ruled that an alibi 
was not a tenable defense, and could not be availed 
of in an extradition proceeding. I made no such 
ruling, but in that proceeding the alibi set up and 
attempted to be proved was of such a character 
that I was not willing to postpone the date to pro- 
duce furtherevidence. Nor was it passed on as 
the final question. I never said that Mr. Sheridan’s 
extradition would follow as a matier of course on 
the production of proof against bim. The only 
subject I was interviewed on was the method of 
preceedure according to the authorities—whether 
it Was necessary to secure a mandate from the 
President or whether, under the treaty with the 
English Government, proceedings could bo taken 
without the sanction of the President. I heid that 
proceedings could be instituted without a mandate 
from the President. I never passed an opinion on 
the merits of the case of Mr. Sheridan. It is a 
thing I would not do. Any otherstatements of the 
kind you mention I never made.” 
§tF. F. Marbury, counsel to the British Consul- 
General, said: ‘No warrant has been issued. so 
far as I know, and I don’t believe any has been. I 
should probably know of it.” 

A gentleman in the service of the English Gov- 
ernment said: ‘ican assure you that no warrant 
has been issued here, and that no requisition has 
been made out in Great Britain for Sheridan or 
the others.”’

CHINAMEN BRUTALLY ATTACKED. 
BURNED OUT AND BEATEN UNMERCIFULLY— 
ONE DEATH AND OTHERS EXPECTED. 

VicToRIA, British Columbia, May 17.—Ac- 
counts from the mainland state that the conduct 
of the men who recently attacked the Chinese was 
cowardly and brutal. The white men, who had an 
altercation with the Chinese, beat them off with 
pick-handles. At night, when the Chinese gang 
were \in' bed fin their houses, their camp was 
attacked by a crowd of white men, who surround- 
ed it. armed with clubs, with which they struck 
the Chinamen as they rushed out of their cabins in 
the dark. Several were knocked down and some 
were unmercifully beaten. A cood many escaped, 
but nine were left on the ground for dead. The 
mob then hastily set fire to the houses and de- 
camped. Assoonas the white men left some of 
the Chinese hastened back to their camp and tried 
to put out the fires and save their goods and eloth- 
ing, but no water being at hand they were unsuc- 
cessful, and everything was burned. At daylight 
they gatbered up the wounded and found that one 
man, named Yie Fook, was speechless, 

He died at 5o0‘clockin themorning. The Chinese 
sent to Lytton for wagons to bring the murdered 
man and the wounded to town. There being no 
white doctor wiiling to assist the Chinese, the Chi- 
nese doetor at Yale was sent for, who gave it as 
bis opinion that three more of the wounded men 
would die. An inquest was held, but it was found 
impossible to get a jury of 12 disinterested men, 
tbe feeling was so strong against the Chinese. 
After hearing all the evidence the jury returned a 
verdict that the deceased had come to his death 
from violence atthe hands of parties unknown. 
All of the nine Chinese had frightful wounds about 
the head, and in one severe case the brain appeared 
to be oozing from the skull. The Coroner found it 
impossible to procure a medical examination of the 
murdered man. Thereis no evidence to justify the 
arrest of suspected parties,

maturity by Burns & Co., who claim to hold ate- 
ceipt guaranteeing that the notes should nos be 
negotiated. This agreement is alleged to have 
been violated hy Mr. Bonnaffon, who had the 
notes discounted at the People’s Bank. t 
The advertisement was followed this aftermoon 
by the arrest of Mr. Bonneffon at his place of busi- 
ness by Detective Bond on a warrant from } 
trate South. The charge made by Mr. Burns waa 
that his signatures to tie notes had been obtained 
by false representations, The defendant entered

BUCKET SHOP LITIGATION. ‘ 
Cuicaco, May 17.—Judge Drummond to- 
day heard a motion to dissolve the temporary in< 
junction in the bucket shop ¢ase of Bryant & 
Campbell against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and others. The plaintiffs denied they 
operated a-bucket shop and claimed to be members 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, and consequentilr 
entitled tothe market quotations. The court holds 
that the Board of Trade hasa right to pres 
the terms on which it would admit the telegraph 
company on its floor, and had a right to pass the 
resolution that the company should pot. fur- 
nish intelligence to the bucket shops, nor 
information to enable otber parties to make con- 
tracts concerning articles the prices of wich 
were given in the intelligence communicated. If 
it could be shown that complainants operated a 
bucket shop the injunction must be dissolved, It 
was unnecessary to decide now whether the Soard 
of Trade bad a right to discriminate between, indi- 
viduals who were engaged in the same business, 
but it unquestionabiy had the right to make a gen- 
eral rule as to all parties engaged in a certain class 
of business, excluding them from having jaforma- 
tion.

THE VETERANS FESTIVAL 


BXCURSION AND BANQUET OF THE 
ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. — 

A TRIP TO MOUNT VERNON—SPEECHES BY 
GENS. SHERMAN AND M’CLELLAN AT THE 
BANQUET—CLOSE OF THE REUNION. 

Wasnineron, May 17.—The Society of the 

Army of the Potomac have been favored with an- 

other pleasant day, and the programme for their 

entertainment has been carried ont to the com- 
plete satisfaction of both gpests and entertainers. 

For the excursion to Mount Vernon to-day three 

steamers were employed, the George Leary, & 

farge river steamor, and the United States 


steamer Tallapoosa and the revenue cut- 
ter Ewing. On the three boats were about 
700 “embers of the society and their 
guests, icaluding many ladies and residents of 
‘Washington. A collation was served on each of 
‘the boats, and the trip down the river was enliv- 
ened by army soncs and impromptu speeches. 
After remaining two hours at Mount Vernon the 
veterans re-embarked, and were brought back to 


the city, arriving here about 5 P. M. 
A banquet to-night at Abner’s Summer Garden 


closed the reunion. About 400 members of the 
society and citizens of Washington sat down to 
‘the tables in the quadrangular garden, which was 
desorated with evergreens, flowers, and bunting, 
and from the galieries a large assemblage, mostly 
composed of ladies, overlooked the seene. 
The Marine Band, stationed in one of the 
_galleries, furnished music, assisted by a glee olub 
of 20 singers, At the principal table were seated 
the officers of the society and distinguished guests,

Sherman responded as follows: 

Ma. Presrmpenxr anp Commapes: I consider my- 
self fortunate in being able to meet you to-night, 
and were I disposed to claim full membership with 
your society, I think I could make out a pretty 
strong title, because I commanded a brigade in

last grand triumph at Richmond and Appomattox. 
But, on a festa! occasion like this, it may be better 
‘that you should construe me as a representative 
of the armies of the West, with whose history my 
own is more immediately connected; that I may, 
as their messenger, bear to you the kind greet- 
so often made st their annual meetings 
the assurance that your fellow-soldiers of the 
recognize in you of the Army of the Poto- 
mac many noble qualities and achievements of 
which we are alijointly proud. Your field of op- 
Was not as extensive as ours. You 
at Washington and ended at Appomat- 
tox, whereas we began at Cairo and ended at 
Raleigh. You bad in your front a strong, skillful, 
pold army, afd in your rear the usual perplexing 
fact of a political capital, while we at the West 
had a greater variety of enterprises, with more 
ample room to choose alternative lines of opera- 
tions and less interference from head-quarters. 
Now, at this distance of time, however, we all 
see that it required many armiesto do the work 
which then had to be done; that, on the whole, 
these various armies were well proportioned and 
well conditioned to the work in hand, and that 
finally, under a competent leader, all concentrated 
on the eommon enemy, and.achieyed a victory 
as complete as ever marked the close of any 
war of principle on this earth * * * on 
me, Mr. President, for this digression, for my pro- 
fession teaches me that at the feast, as in battle, 
each actor should limit himself to his own part, 
and mine this evening is the toast to the Army of 
the United States, namely, the regular army, in 
contradistinction to the great volunteer armies of 
theciviljwar. The regular army of to-day is very like 
one of your old corps, consisting of 2.176 commis- 
sioned officers and 23.724 enlisted men. Five hun- 
dred and seventy-five of these officers are 
staff officers, and about 32,500 of the men 
are nondom-batants; so that we have only 
20,000 real soldiers to pieket a whole conti- 
pent. An army, however, isnot to be measured 
nimportance by its numbers or its muster rolls, 
but by the animus, the soul which inspires it. 
Be it every so small, provided it be true to its des- 
tiny, true to its country, it beeomes in the time of 
danger the Promethean spark which gives life and 
energy tothe whole. Its true office in time of peace 
is not so much to do the poliee work imposed on it, 
as to guard the sacred fire committed to its 
keeping. so that when danger does come this 
may kindie a flame in the breasts of 
hundreds of thousands of brave and patriotic 
people who always rally at the call of 
their country and compose the battalions, 
regiments, brigades, divisions, and army corps 
‘of obedient, self-sacrificing soldiers, and thus 
make up an army like yours of the Potomae, capa- 
ble of fighting great battles, winning great vic- 
tories, enforcing the peace, and rescuing the coun- 
try from the toils and tribulations of a “long and 
cankered peace.’’ Such has been the army 
Jnited States from the begin- 
’ * * Our past national history 
is secure. I need no other assurance 
than what I read in your eyes that no true patriot 
regrets a dollar that was spent‘in the Revolution- 
ary war, the war of 1812, the Mexican war, or the 
wer. * * * As to the future, we are now 
veterans; the young !ook up to us for example and 
pdvice, and we will be recreant to our trusts 
if we fail to warn them of the danger 
of too much confidence or of too litt-e precaution. 
The day of the millennium has not yet dawned, 
and the world is full of demagogues, dynamite 
fiends, fools, hypocrites, «nd miscbief-makers. The 
greatest security to life and property, tie largest 
measure of human happiness, are possible only 
where the Government is a fair representative 
of the mass of the people, with power safficient to 
protect the auiect, industrious family as against the 
pro: te, reckless disturber of the public peace. 
* * To be right in a controversy is com- 
paratively easy, but the object of all good Govern- 
ment is to enforce the right; and since the begin- 
ning of recorded time en army has been found the 
best instrument for the exercise of this power. 
* 

Mr. President, in the past 18 years I have so of- 
ten spoken to this toast that I fear, lest I may bore 
you with trrisims or repetitions: but it does look 
to measthough the events of this world were 

as it were in little epicyocloids, each 
generation repeating the eame follies and 
the same wisdom with the regularity of the 
seasons, while the greater my hag ellipse 
.e@aches out higher and higher up iuto the infinite 
demain of the unknown. All I need now say is 
that those who hold the army in their keeping 
wish nothing but what is of advantage to our peo- 
ple, or what may add to the security, glory, and 
fame of our common country. * * * It may be 
the time is near, or has actually come, when 
the soldier shonid take a back seat, but I trust that 
the men who govern us will not commit the fatal 
mistake of conciading that the soldier is a thing 
of the past. because so long as man is man 80 
long will foree enter into the economy of govern- 
ment, and no Governmention earth can be perfect 
which cannot enforce by physical power its own 
laws and deerees promptly and thoroughly. and 
the army must be that force, active or passive. 
* * * We desireto make of the army a body of 
men worthy to be styled the Grand High sheriff of 
the Nation, and I, for one, rejoice that so many 
of our old comrades of the armies of the 
Union remain in the councils of the Nation or 
mingle in assemblages like this which make up 
public opinion to bear testimony to the great im- 
portance of keeping alive that knowledge of the 
art of war, and of those habits which become 
essential and must be repeated whenever an 
army is called into existence to maintain 
the honor of the country abroad or its peace and 
security at home. It is also a matter of yital 
importance, Republican America, that in our free 
country, where parties assume such seemingly an- 
gr antaronisms, there should be maintained one 
ody at least toward which men may turn with 
safety, as always true and loyal;to the constituted 
authorities of the Nation. Such has been, is now, 
and ever must be the Army of the United States, 
which you have toasted this night, and for which I 
have endeavored to ma’e a partial response.” 

Rear-Admiral Rodgers responded to “The 
Nevy,"’ Senator Miller, of California, to “The 
Armies of the West,”’ aid then Gen. MoCle)lan 
Brose to responé to **The Army of the Potomac." 
As the name of their old commander was an- 
pounced the veterana sprang upon ehairs 
and broke into cheer after cheer. For 
two or three minutes the clamor was 
deafening. Men pounded the tables, stamped 
with their feet, and shouted themselves hoarse, and, 
viewed from the gallery during this space of time, 
the banqueting-room was a tumultuous sea of heads, 
arms, napkins, hats, and even crutches, with which 
the owners were wildly gesticulating in their 
entbusiasm and excitement. Gen. McClellan 
stood calmly bowing during the tumult, and 
when it showed signs of lessening tilled 

it entirely with a wave of his hand. 

In a voice of deep feeling and speaking 

in measured tone, he began his greeting to his old 

comrades. Every voice was hushed and 
every oar listened closely to hie sentences, 

The attention given him was only broken 

When the veterans indorsed his statements 

at intervals with thelr applause. He said: “In 

days long past and gone forever, when we 

Were young and_ strong, full of iife 

and hope, with the futuro all before us, 

there were such relations between us that it 
seems tO mé too cold and stiff and formal to ad- 
cress you sim:siy as Hr. Chairman and 
gentismen. Our Chairman often brought to me 
intelligence that Inceded up, from the very jaws 
of death, and when assigned to the command 
ofa division of pew troops, hurried by forced 
marches to the assistance of his command on the 
bleody field of Antietam. ‘There can be no 
form or ceremony between him and myself. 
Very many, perhaps most of you, were with 
me when inthis Very city I essumed command 
of that mass of brave men, unorganized and ua- 
discipiined, who composed the nucieus of what af- 
terward became the Army of the Potomac. Those 
of you who were with me then were more to me 


than dear comrades—more than brothers in arms; 


ou Were as. very ehileren.”’ 
was Meclellan’s opening, and in this strain 
preceeded to the close. He spoke of the 
“trying times in whieh you and I did our 
very best for the country,” and _ recalled 
“the well-loved and familiar faces which 
all missed from their ranks.” He said: “I 
see now this olty, the capital of the Nation, 
as it was when I came here from Western 
Virginia, full of disorcanized troops in imminent 
danger of aa attack, I see order and qniet restored 
as if by magic when you at once responded to my 
appeals and seconded my endeavors. I remember 
well, the mass of raw troops pouring in, badly 
armed, improperly equipped, but composed 
of the best men-that ever responded to an 
appeal to arms, actuated by the highest and purest 
motives of patriotism, discussing no party 
questions, knowing but one thing—that the 
country was in danger, and thet they 
were ready to give eir lives to save it. 
Isaw anarmy eome out of that mass; I saw it 
acgu order, discipline, and instruction. 
Then followed the tedious and ‘unnecessary’ 
work on the fortifications of the capital, a work 
which set the ey free to strike where its blows 
were felt,and which more than once saved the 
capital. Isaw that the army became capable of 
being handled on the maroh and under fire and 
leave the camps in which it had been created and 
go to the peninsula. There you stood by me and I 
stood by you, and Ido not forget how nobly you 
assed through your first experience of battle." 
@ sketched briefly at this point some of the 
principal battles of the peninsula, and alluded to 
the seven days’ fight as made in obedience to 
orders from Washington to cover the advance 
of reinforcements which never came, though the 
enemy came instead. “ Fortunately,” he continued, 
** this haa been foreseen, and days before trans- 
ports with supplies haa been sent te the James to 
await the army.” Concluding, he said: “ The army 
which it was my fortune to organize and create, the 
army that became an army of veterans, I. as its 
earliest and only living commander, am glad to 
know was unsurpassed by any of the historic 
armies of the world in efficiency, valor, or achieve-

VARIOUS FHASES OF ORIME. 


Bennineron, Vt., May 17.—On Tuesday the 
Coroner's jury returned a verdict implicating Dr. 
R. W. Bennett, of Bennington; George Russell, of 
White Creek, N. Y.,and Albert Brown, of Eagle 
Bridge, in causing the death of an infant, whose 
dead body was found upon the railroad track near 
Eagle Bridge. This was brought about by the tes- 
timony of Fannie Royce, the alleged mother of the 


child. who charged Russell with being tke father, 
and Brown with placing the child on the track. 
The matter comes before the Grand Jury of Rens- 
gelaer County, N. Y., to-morrow. Dr. Bennett 
denies all knowledge of the case. 


Exvizaretn, N. J., May 17.—The prosecution 
closed its evidence this afternoon in the case of the 
New-York men, Burke, Noonan, and Dunn, on 
trial at Elizabeth forthe murder of Thomas Mc- 
Keon by a strav pistol-shot during a riot between 
bar-tenders on a barge and excursionists at Eliza- 
bethport last September. The evidence is consid- 
ered to be weak in the matter of the identification 
of the three prisoners as the ones who fired the 
fatal shots. There is no doubt that the bare 
men were the aggressors. 


CraTTanooGa, May 17.—The news reached 
the city to-day that John Gann, a prominent farm- 
er, was murdered a few days ago by his 
brother-in-law, Randall Ramsey, near Harrison, 
in the upper part of this county. Gann 
was coming from church with his naughter and 
was haljed by Ramsey on the highway. The latter 
was drunk, and without a word of warning he 
stabbed Gann three times. Gann bled to death. 
Ramsey eseaped. His motive is unknown. 


ATLanta, Ga., May 17.—Jones, the wife 
murderer, who is to be hanged in Oglethorpe County 
to-morrow, made a desperate attempt to commit 
suicide this morning by cutting an artery in his left 
arm with a small piece of tin. He is now chained 
to the floor to keep him from self-destruction. The 
execution will take place at noon. Lexington is 
filled with people from adjoining counties, who 
are camping out waiting for the event. 


ALBANY, May 17.—At Tribes Hill to-day 
John Huffmyer, upon learning that Fritz Strauss, 
who boarded at his house, bad committed an as- 
sault upon his 4-year-old daughter, caught Strauss 
in a piece of woods near by and beat him nearly 
to death. Strauss was taken to Amsterdam and 
placed on atrain for New-York. There is much 
exeitement over the affair. 


Hairax, Nova Scotia, May 17.—At Dighy 
yesterday Judge Savary committed Roger Amero, 
who is charged with the murder of Mrs. Carleton, 
at Watertown, Mass. Amero has 15 days in which 
to apply for his discharge under the act of habeas 
corpus. After that time he must be extradited. It 
is generally believed that the prisoner is guiity. 
The Judge, however, in committing the accused, 
expressed grave doybts as to his guilt. 


Worcester, Mass., May 17.—Five resi- 
dences at Winchendon were entered by burglars 
last night, who secured $400 in cash and three gold 
watches. This morning, at Baldwinsville, a con- 
stable undertook to arrest a man on suspicion, 
when he slipped out of his coat and escaped.

COMMODORE PERRY'S FLAG. 

A correspondent of the Utica Globe, writing 
from Adams, Jefferson County, says: “ On the 10th 
of September, 1818, Commodore Oliver H. Perry, 
near Put-in-Bay, in command of the St. Lawrence, 
led the attack against the Detroit, commanded by 


the British General, Barclay. Both ships were soon 
ruined. Perry, an inexperienced officer,only 28 years 
old, quickly perceived the situation and put 
on his uniform, and, seizing the flag in question, 
sprang like a tiger into an open boat, and after 
passing under a heavy fire of the enemy’s guns 
s00n had this now valuable flag hoisted on the 
noble and uninjured Niagara. With loud and pro- 
longed cheers this noble old banner guided our 
brave soidiers on tospeedy victory, and then Perry 
with this flag in hand returned to the wreck of the 
St. Lawrence, and received the surrender of the 
British forees. The flag fell into the hands 
of Sergt. Gaines, of Sacketts Harbor, who 
kept it for a long time and then presented 
it to Peter Doxtater, Esq., who was his cherished 
friend. Mr. Doxtater, who was for a long time 
Drum-Major, becoming aged and infirm, a few 
years ago presented the flag to Prof. A. B. Watkins, 
who was at that time Principal of the Hungerford 
Collegiate Institute. We have further proof that 
this neted flag was carried in the procession on 
Decoration Dey, in the villare of Adams, by Dr. 
George Littlefiela, in 1876, and that it is now in the 
possession of Prof. A. B. Watkins, of this place.”

When non-smokers assert that they consti- 
tute nine-tenths of the community, I suspect that 
they exeggerate, but, unquestionably, less tobaceo 
is eonsumed here than in most other countries. 


Tnis, however, ia entirely due to the heavy duty. 
Shag is worth 6d. per pound. The duty on itis 3s. 
8d. Itis retailed at 3d. perounce. How, then, is 
the profit made? By the manufactureradding from 
80 to 50 per cent. water. The working man, 
therefore, pays about 6s. per pound for whet 
is intrinsically worth 6d. In the United 
States the excise duty on tobacco is 4d. 

r pound, and yet the duty produces a 
arger revenue than ours. It follows, consequent- 
ly, that the consumption of tobacco in America is 
about 10 times whatitisin Great Britain. lt is a 
curious fact that although the Scotch are greater 
smokers than the Enxlish, yet less tobacco is 
smokéa in Scotland thanin England. This is due 
to the canny character of Scotchmen, Owing to 
the large quantity of water in the ordinary tobacco 
sold, a pipe goes out before the tobacco in it Is 
smoked out. The Englishman throws away this 
damp tobacco; the Seotchman carefully extracts 
it from his pipe and then, when it has dried, re- 
places it.

ANNUAL ASSEMBLIES AND COUNX- 
CILS OF VARIOUS SEOTS. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE PRESBY- 
TEARIAN CHURCH—MEETING OF THE RE- 
FORMED PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD. 

Saratoca, May 17.—The ninety-fifth Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Ghurch of the 

United States—the twelfth since the reunion—con- 

vened in the First Presbyterign Church at 11 

o’clock A. M. The session opened with the Te 

Deum, chanted by the church choir. The Divine 

blessing was invoked by the Rev. Dr. Brown, of 

Frederickeburg, Va. The Rev. Dr. J. Addison 

Henry, of Philadelphia, read as the lesson the 

One Hundred and Twenty-second Psaim, and also, 

Matthew, vi., from the nineteenth verse. The Rev. 

Dr. Everard Kempshall, of Elizabeth, N. J., then 

led in prayer. The retiring Moderator, the Rev. 

Dr. Herrick Johnson, of Chicago, then appeared at 

the desk and delivered the annual sermon from 

Matthew, vi., 23, last clanse—‘‘If therefore the 

light that is in thee be darkness, how great is that 


aarkness.” The Rey. Dr. Stryker reported from 
the Committee of Arrangements that a daily morn- 
ing session will be held from 9 A. M. to 12:30 P. M. 
and an afternoon session from 8 to5 P. M., and 
that the evening sessions are to commence at 7:30 
P. M. when they are held. 

At the opening of the afternoon segsion the Rev. 
Dr. Wiliiam C. Roberts, permanent Clerk, read the 
roll of Commissioners. It appeared that all of 182 
Presbyteries were represented excepting Rio Jan- 
eiro, Canton, Ningpo. Peking, Aliahabad, Grand 
Forks, Mankato, Carisco, Santa Fé and West 
Africa. The Foreign Missionary Presbyteries rep- 
resented were Shanghai and Shontung, China, and 
Lahore, Kouoor, and Lodiana, [ndla. 

Nominations for Moderator were then in order. 
The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby named the Rev. Dr. 
Everhard Kempshall, of Elizabeth, N. J. Then 
followed the nominations of the Rev. Drs. J. Addi- 
son Henry. of West Philadelphia; E. R. Craven, of 
Nowark, N. J.. and E. F. Hatfield, of New-York. 
The vote was taken viva voce, R. W. H. Taylor, of 
East Florida, and the Rev. Henry N. Rice, 
of Saeramento, being appointed tellers. The 
result was as follows: Kempshall. 150: Henry, 
42; Craven, 22; Hatfleld, 802. Totalg number 
of votes 516. The Moderator announced the elec- 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Edwin F. Hatfield as Moder- 
ator of the Assembly, and appointed Judge Sam- 
uel Breekenridge, of St. Louis, and the Rev. Dr. 
Charlies Hawley, of Auburn,to conduct the new 
Moderator tothe chair. He soon cppeese’. and 
Moderator Johnson addressed Dr. Hatfield, wel- 
coming him to the chair, and alluding to his long , 
eervice of over 40 years as Stated Clerk. Dr. Hat- 
field responded that the honor came unsougnht, and 
Was a genuine surprise. He said he had been a 
member of the General Assembly 48 years, first 
coming as the sole Commissioner from the terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi to the Pacific. 

The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby moved, and it was 
adopted, that all honorary titles be omitted in ad- 
dressing members of the General Assembly. Dr. 
Crosby offered a resolution relative to the recep- 
tion of delegates from the Southern General As- 
sembly, whieh resolution was referred to a spe- 
clal committee comprising Drs. Crosby and Her- 
rick Johnson, and Judge Breckenridge. Their re- 
port is to be heard asthe first business on Friday 
afternoon. The seeond business will be amend- 
ments of the Book of Discipline. 

At the evening serviee holy communion was cele- 
brated, the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson presiding. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—The General 
Synod of the Reformed Presbyterian Church in 
North America met in the Second Reformed Pres- 
bvterian Church in this city this morning, with 
delegates present from nearly every State in the 
Union and from Canada. After a permanent 
organization.had been effected and ean order of ex- 
ercises agreed ape. the following interesting 
letter from the Eastern Reformed Presbyterian 
Synod of Ireland was read:

THE MEASUREMENT OF YACHTS. 
a 


THE NEW METHOD SUBMITTED TO THE 
NEW-YORE CLUB. 

Ata meeting of the New-York Yacht Club 
last night A. Cary Smith, Anson Phelps Stokes, 
Charles Warren Lippitt, C. Smith Lee, and J. Fred- 
eric Tams, the committee recently appointed to 
consider the question of measurements and time 


allowances, presented their report, which was laid 
over for further consideration until May 28. The 
committee states that, after careful consideration, 
it hus arrived at the conciusion that two elements 
should be considered in making time allow- 
ances, namely, length and sail area. The 
latter element has hitherto been omitted. 
The committee has been somewhat conservative in 
its admission of this element, stating that it does 
not give it as great prominenee as it might, owing 
to its novelty. The report says: “It has been 
found in yachts of normal type that the square 
root of the gail area expreseed in square feet is about 
equal to the length in the water-line.”’ But as length 
was previously considered the principal element 
for speed, “ it was found expedient to take twice 
the length on, the water line added to the sail 
area.”” The formula for measurement as recom- 
mended by the report is twice the length plus the 
square root of the sail area, divided by three. The 
divisor is used to approximate the figures to the 
actual length. The question of overhang was 
considered by the committee, but was not 
deemed important enough to reguire the estab- 
lishment at present of arbitrary rules which might 
interfere with the ideas of builders. The sale area 
is not to be measured by the aetual number of 
yards of canvass. Certain specified measurements 
on the spars only are named. Length is to 
be measured from tho forward side of 
the stem at the load water line to 
the water line at the stern. The committee has 
recommended an abolition of the distinction be- 
tween keel and centre-board vessels and a re- 
classification as follows: First class schooners, all 
100 feet long or more; second class, all under 100 
feet and not under 80 feet; third class, all under 80 
feet; first class sloops, all of 55 feet and over; see- 
ond class, all less than 55 feet and not less than 45 
feet; third class, all under 45 feet. 

A resolution was passed thanking the Nova 
Seotia Yacht Squadron for aninyitation to visit 
Halifax on the Summer cruise, and declining it. 
The cruise wi'l extend to Newport. The follow-

ARGUMENTS AGAINST PROHIBITION LAWS— 
THEIR POSITION IN POLITICS. 

Detroit, May 17.—At the Brewers’ Conven- 
tion this morning the following resolutions were 
adopted: 

Resoived, That the founders of these United States 
end their perpetual, indestructible Union, while they 
created State and Federal Governments forthe 
and prudent dispatch of public business, were 
to guard thet personal freedom of the citizen which 
it is the object of all well-organized communities to 
preserve; that the only limit they placed to the action 
of the individual was where it invaded the rights of 
his peers,and that while itis the duty of the State to for- 
bid offe.ses against property anc person and to punis& 
inrraetions of the laws, any and all attempts to pre- 

be food, or drink, or to regulate private 
manvers at the arbitrary will of the majority, or to 
make moral by mandate of the Legislature, are 
tile of themselves, mischievous in their 
consequences. and to.ty on one side 
and to contempt of the law on the other, but they are 
beyond the scope of power of any Government estab- 
lished by the ple. 

Resolved, That the propriety of the manufacture of 
malt ey a drink-food recognized as healthful 
and needfu! by the instincts of the human race and 
the habits of tem te men, and whose consump- 
tion for —— tg oan = — 
raneous W: growt perity, and progress 
the most civilized and enlightened peopie, has passed 
beyond honest, intelligent controversy, and is only 
denied by idiots and fanatics; that we, as 
have the same rights—neither more nor as 
anybody; that we are men en in 8 ne 
cessary and beneficial industry, and that we 
shail peaceably and firmly, under the law and by law- 
ful means, defend these rights, and in that defense 
we confidently ask the aid and co-operation of ali 
honest citizens interestea in the maintenance of good 
order, the preservation of the rights of property and 
freedom of person, and in the free enjoyment of any 
innocent pleasure which does not infringe upon the 
rights of others. 

Resolved, That in the future as in the past we shall 
not assume influence or avert legislation by corrupt 
or ceeracing methods, nor shall we deg or buy jus-. 
tice, and, relying upen the merits of our cause, we 
shall submit the question of sumptuary laws to the 
calm determination of the peopie; but we know of no 
code of political ethics which forces us to sit in tame 
inaction while our rights as citizens are invaded and 
our property confiscated; and. therefore, when any 
political party professing devotion to the policy of 
an administration for the benefit of all shall 
beg for the suffrag of a band of zealots 
by supporting a la dictating to men their 
food and drink, and degrading them by placing — 
private conduct under the control of others, we 
sever our accustomed political tles, and actively ana 
earnestly sapport whatever party may sustain an 
equitable Government of personal freedom, and we 
call upon all those in our craft who are not already 
affiliated to join with us and form local associations 
in connection with ours, and aid us in disseminating 
official facts and legitimate arguments, so that the 
great mass of people who have no selfish interests to 
serve on the one side nor fanatical impulses on the 
other may decide this controversy under the light 
of impartial judgment and cool common sense.

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LAND GRANT ROAD RIGHTS. 
WITHDRAWAL OF LAND WITHIN THE INDEM- 
NITY LIMITS. 

Wasurvcron, May 17.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has delivered an opinion upon a ques- 
tion of"Inuch importance to land grant railroads, 

‘ted by the Commissioner of the General 

d Office, regarding the propriety of withdraw- 
from entry and settlement the odd sections of 

, within the indemnity limits of the Northern 
‘Pacific Railroad. The Commissioner was of opin- 
jon that recent decisions by the Secretary had 
tended to reverse the usual practice of the Land 
‘ fn such cases, namely, to withdraw the 
ands comprised within the granted and indem- 
inity limits upon the filing of the map of defi- 
pite location. In nis decision the Secretary 


enies that this construction is to be‘placed upon 
fee former decisions, and holds that the matter is 
open for the consideration of the department. 
» After quoting the granting acts of 1864 and 1870, the 
Recretary calls attention to the fact that they do 
aot provide either specifically or generally for an 
sexecutive withdrawal of land within either granted 
orindemnity limits. The power of the department 
to withdraw granted lands withoct such direction 
_ ts beyond question, says the ponener. and by 
of reasoning the authority to withdraw in- 
ity lands mast follow, and, in fact, such au- 
repeatedly been exercised. The eom- 
claims that the acts operate as an 
of the right of entry 
in granted and indemnity limits 
from the moment of the fixing of the route 
of definite location. This is undoubtedly true of 
granted lands. But to the indemnity lands the 
wW gives not title, but a right to acquire title by 
ection sed on a deficiency in the grant 
s. The acts place the whole subject under the 
of the Secretary of the Interior, and it 
must be held that the power resides in the depart- 
ment to adjudge when, in what manner, and to 
what extent the statute requires the exercise of 
such eontrol and direction so as to give to the pub- 
lic as well as the particular grantee all the rights 
and privileges granted by law. The Secretary 
says; “I cannot shut my eyes to the fact that 
vast areas of lands (public but for the 
tight of seleetion) lying within indemnity limits 
Bre barred to settlement, and that the area of 
wrable lands open to settlement is not great when 
yompared with the increasing demand, and is rap- 
Giminishing. If the company neglects to make 
selections and takes advantage of the with- 
drawals heretofore made, or that may be made 
ereafter, to withhold lauds within the indemnity 
tfrom the operation of the settlement laws 
not actually needed to make good losses they have 
sustained. it will be the duty of the department to 
revoke such order of withdrawal. Inreply to your 
suggestion whether ‘the withdrawals in the in- 
flempity limits of this grant are to stand so far as 
made,’ I have to say that Iam of the opinion that 
yuch withdrawals should, at least for the present, be 
aintained. Iam further of the opinion that, upon 
maps of approved definite location, with- 
drawals of lands within the indemnity limits should 
be made by you to the extent of the first indem- 
limits. Such action will be in accordance with 
practice heretofore pursued by your office in 
erence to withdrawals under the grant in ques- 
n. I must decline to comply with the request of 
© compeny to cause a withdrawal of the lands 
within the second indemnity limits in the Territo- 
ries. The nearest of these Jands are 50 miles, and 
the furthest 60 miles, distant from the line of the 
road, Aslam at present advised, I do not think it 
probable that the company will ever be obliged to 
rt to those limits for selection of lien jands, 
. But if such should be the case, there will doubtless 
beasnficient quantity of land left within such 
limits to enable the company to secure the full 
emount of its graut.”

A doubting preacher is a eurse to the 
eause of Christ. Millard F. Compton spoke upon 
“ Constitutional Prohibition.” Liquor-selling is 
legalized, he said, and the law is the only recourse 
of the prohibitionists. It is beyond the power of 
moral means to curb. Constitutional prohibition 
is demanded because the law should not protect, 
but | ont, owt one the sale of strong drink is 
an unmitigated evil. 

Mr. Herbert B. Johnson explained why Method- 
ism is successfal. He attributed its gcrowth to its 
spirituality, ite peculiar ehureh methods, and its 
unity throughont the country. Mr. John M. Keck 
informed his hearers of the proper use of the 
Bible. It should not be used as a text-book in the 
study of natural science. While not teaching any 
science, it agrees with any generally accepted 
scientific theory. Not every chapter should be 
used for liturgic purposes. It should be used rey- 
erently. Mr. Frank P. Peskin spoke on “The Re- 
lations of Infidelity to Suicide.’ There has been 
an enormous increase in the number of suicides 
in the past few years. The philosophers claim 
that this is the result of natural laws. The primary 
cause is the breaking down of the religious oppo- 
sition to suicide, Suicide is defended by infidelity. 
When it is admitted that a man has no accountabil- 
ity to a higher Being for his life, he has the right 
to dispose of it as he pleases. The Christian reli- 
gien has always opposed this view. Infidelity has 
encouraged suicide by cheapening life, and by 
robbing man of Divinejaid in time of need. Mr, 
John H. Scott addressed the audience on the sub- 
ect ‘“‘ Power to Let.”” The power of earnestness 

the moving one in the pulpit, The greatest 

reachers who ever lived have been men who 

reached their earnest convictions. Moral earnest- 
ness is another great factor. The eloquence of 
meral pqeeeee and profound conviction is the 
only kind that can lead the people to the kingdom 
of Christ. There must be in a suceessful pulpit a 
strong love for men, a self-sacrificing, inspired love 
for humanity. Mr. David S. Spencer, a missionary 
to Japan, gave the audieneea brief history of 
Japan as a mission field. The ancient Japanese 
theology did not admit of any Divine cause for 
creation. Mattercame before mind. Japan was 
the land of the s and the Mikado is the aving 
god. There w three commandments only, all 
were + to the observance of the laws, the 
worship of the gods, and reverence of the Mikado. 
This was succeeded by Buddhism, whieh found no 
opposition in the country. The introduction of 
Christianity was made in the sixteenth century, 
and at first was remarkably successfol. There 
were once 600,000 Roman Catholic converts in 
Japan. The people, however, revolted against the 
attempt of the church to acquire temporal as well 
as spiritual pogrer, and Christianity was suppressed 
with the sword. This suppression rendered the 
planting of Christian seed in Japan for a second 
time excessively diffeult. But the country now 
seems anxious to revive Christian education. He 
closed his address with an eloauent appeal for 
help for the Japanese missionary work,

A MISSING SYRACUSAN.

18 COL..BENNETT SELLING CIGARS IN LONDON 
UNDER THE NAME OF CAL. JENKINS ? 

The Syracuse Herald says that Mr. Reuben 
Wood, of that eity, who is attending the Fish Exhi- 
bition in London, entered a cigar shop in that city, 
over the door of which was the name “Cal Jen- 
kins.”” He immediately identified the proprietor 
of the shop as Col. John C. Bennett, who left syra- 
cuse June 24, 1874. He bad been a United States 
pension agent, and had been charged by Ellen 
Mack, of Division-street, with defrauding her of 
$300. He had been arrested and tried before Judge 
Hall. Decision was withheld for lack of convict- 
ing evidence. Col. Bennett was committed to jail 
for two months before his case would again come 
up fortrial. Before the time was up Judge Hall 


died, and as his successor, Judge Wallace, did not 
wish, for personal reasons, to try the case, and as 
the Circuit Judge saw that he had no jurisdiction, 
Col. Bennett remained in prison four months 
longer. His wife succeeded in having him trans- 
ferred from Albany to Utica. The case came on 
for retrial at Rochester, and he was_re- 
leased on $6,000 bail. He returned here 
from Rochester about the middle of May, 
and remained at home for one month. 
Mrs. Bennett says that her husband’s relations 
with his family at that time were kind and affec- 
tionate. His business was ruined and he suffered 
from depression of spirits. He left home on the 
9th of June. His family had no suspicion that he 
had deserted them. Mrs. Bennett has reason to 
believe that he took with him a servant girl whom 
she bad discharged for misconduct two years be- 
fore, She was informed that this girl had packed 
the Colonel's trunk. She says thet the girl was 
coarse and ignorant, ana she didn't see what there 
was about her to attract the Colonel. 

The Colonel was afterward seen in Montreal, and 
it is believed that he lived there fortwo years, 
working for his living in a clothing-house. When 
his case came up for trial in October, 1874, he wus 
henorably discharged. It is said that he took only 
$68 in money with him when he left home. The 
report reached Syracuse in 1876 that he had left 
Montreal in the company of a rich widow. At the 
time of the Paris Exposition a lady living in Syra- 
cuse told Mrs. Bennett that she had received a 
letter from her daughter in which she said she had 
seen Col. Bennett in the prep os | at Windsor 
Palaee. Mrs. Bennett said that she had made every 
effort to find her husband, and haa chased after 
shadows many atimein the hope of finding him. 
Sne had finally come to believe that he was dead. 
Col, Bennett’s eon, Joseph A. Bennett, who left 
home a couple of years ago, is said to haye been 
seen With his father in Paris. His mother has not 
heara from him.

LESSONS OF 1NSURAWNCH BUSINESS 
DURING A YEAR. 

THE NATIONAL BOARD, THE RESULTS CF THE 
YEAR, AND URGING THE NECESSITY OF 
MORE EXTENDED CO-OPERATION. 

The seventeenth annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters was held yes- 
terday in the Boreel Building, Nos. 1138 and 115 
Broadway, the President, D. A. Heald, presiding. 
Representatives of the following named companies 
answered the roll-call: .£tna, Hartford; American, 
New-York; Atlantic, Providence, R. I; Citizens’, 
New-York; Commerce, Albany; Commercial Union, 
England: Connecticut, Hartford; Equitable, Provi- 
denee, R. I; Franklin, Philadelphia; German- 
American, New-York; Hanover, New-York; 
Hartford, Hartford; Home, New-York; How- 
ard, New-York; Imperial, England; Insu- 
rance Company of North America, Philadel- 
phia; Lion, London; Liverpool and London and 
Globe; London Assurance Corporation; Mer- 
chants’, Providence, R. J.; National, Hartford; 
Niagara, New-York; North American, Boston: 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia; Phenix, Brooklyn; 
Scottish Union and National; Springfield Fire and 
Marine, Springfield, Mass. The regular Secretary 
being in Europe, Charles Sewall and C. B, Whiting 


were appointed Secretaries pro tem. The Treas- 
urer and Finance Committee presented forma! re- 
ports, which were approved. 

Presiden: Heald delivered an elaborate address, 
reviewing with great minuteness ard detail the 
fire insurance business of the past year, which, he 
said in opening, had not been a profitable one. 
Causes were silently and potently at work in re- 
dueing the fire insurance business to a condition 
which endangered the entire system. The old 
rules and maxims once deemed essential to success 
were rapidly disappearing. Innovations that would 
have shoeked the conservatism of a few years ago 
were fast becoming the rule and not the excep- 
tion. With regard to the organization of local 

he said the work was being 
vigorously and wisely pressed forward, and 
now not less than 1,000 local boards and 
tariff associations were in good working order. 
While not seeking ‘authoritative contro! over any 
of these organizations, or attempting to reguiate 
rates, it has been the aim of the officers of the 
National Board, by coungel and encouragement, 
to aid wherever practicable, and, by enlisting the 
officers as co-workers with them, secure their con- 
fidence and activity in pressing the work still more 
vigorously. Referring to the question of agents’ 
commigsions, Mr. Heala said the ard 
had great cause for congratulation in what 
has been accomplished. Decreasing rates o 
premium and increasing commission coul 
a7 end in disaster. Seeing this, a few companies 
had determined not to pay more than 15 per cent, 
The effect of this action was traceable in the con- 
duct of the business from thattime. A large and 
respectable number of companies, not members ef 
the board, have heartily co-operated nthe move- 
ment. Touching adverse iegislation, he said a sim- 
ple, inexpensive plan had been adopted by 
the board. Early notice is ‘given com- 
panies of the introduction of bills in 
the different Legislatures, and the have 
been asked to request their agents to assist 
in defeating obnoxious measures. It had been 
found that whenever this plan. had been acted 
upon promptly aad companies had co-operated im- 
mediately the bills were defeated outright or so 
modified as to be less objectionable than as pro- 
posed. There could be no valid objection to the 
lan. It ignored altogether the use of money or 
mproper influences, and sought to bring clear 
statement and eound reason to bear upon individ- 
ual legislators. Incendiarism and arson had re- 
ceived the attention of the committee ap- 
pointed for the special purpose of cor- 
recting that evil. Over $147,000 had been 
subscribed by 118 companies for the pur- 
— of detecting and arresting incendiaries. 
t year 148 rewards were offered, amounting to 
$48,200. The total number of rewards offered 
since the fund was raised in 1878 is 1,893, aggre- 
gating in amount $524.150. During the year 10 re- 
wards were paid, amounting to $2,700, by means 
of which the conviction of 14 ineendiaries was 
secured. The total number paid since the fund 
was raised is 88: the total cost, $26.125; the total 
number of incendiaries convicted, 187, of whom 10 
were sentenced for life, the average sentence of 
the remainder being about five and a quarter years. 

Reviewing the results of the year’s business, the 
speaker said it appeared that 1882 was .0294 behind 
1881, absolutely by figures, not one of which was 
based upon aught else than the sworn statements 
of the companies inthe grand aggregate. This, 
however, may be said tothe credit of 1882, that it 
aided in bringing up the average of profit on over 
$116,000,000,000 written in 23 years from .0467 to 
.0487, but still not ample to bring the total prime 
cost of insuring this vast ameunt of property up 
to 5cents on each $100 above the fire cost and the 
expense of management. It appeared that 
commencing with the year 1874, wherein 
the loss on each $100 written was .4176 
the rates of burning in 1882, after va- 
rious fiuetuations, reached .4686 on each $100 
written. The eonclusion would seem to be inevi- 
table that the actual fire cost, irrespective of ex- 
penses, has inereased during the past nine 
years. While the ratio of ioss has in nine years in- 
creased over five points, the ratio of rates to risks 
written has decreased 18 points, making an aggre- 
gate difference of 23 points against the companies. 
The grand total of all risksin force at the com- 
mencement of the present year was $8,544,000,000, 
against $5,910,000,000 in 1878, at the rate of 98 
cents and 0.8 mill, against 100 cents and 0.6 
mill in 1877—a falling off of 1 cent 9.8 mills 
as the result of six years’ competition—no in- 
considerable shrinking, exceeding, as it does, the 
net profits on the total business of 1882. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Heald said: “There is somewhat to 
encourage but much to admonish in the results of 
the past year. A better feeling prevails among 
our leading underwriters and astrong disposition 
to eo-operate in our endeavors is manifested on the 
part of those not members of the National Board. 
No radical action is proposed—none will be found 
practieable or even desirabie.”’ 

B. Lockwood presented a report setting forth 
the work performed by the Executive Committee 
during the year, which was received and adopted. 
P. Notman made a report for the Committee on 
Legislation and Taxation, calling attention, among 
other things, to two ** entirely novel” bills that had 
been introdueed in the Legislatures of Michigan 
and North Carolina. These bills required each 
company doing business in those States to file a 
written agreement not to enter into any contract 
or undertaking with other companies, the object 
being to prevent open and free competition in the 
transaction of business. Both bills also provided 
that no company should charge, collect, demand, 
or receive a rate of premium for insuring any prop- 
e ty in the State in excess of the rate charged for 
like risks in other States. Mr. Notman said the 
companies could hardly object to the latter 
provision, provided the rate charged in Texas, 
whieh is much larger than in any other State. 
would be fixed as a standard for Michigan and 
North Carolina. These billie had not yet passed, 
and special mention was made of them to indicate 
the lengths it is possible fur legislators to go in 
dealing with questions affecting the interests of in- 
surance companies. The Committee on Incen- 
diarism and Arson made an elaborate presentation 
of ite labors; the chief features ofthe report were, 
however, dealt with by President Heald in his ad- 
dress. A report was also presented by the Stand- 
ing Committee on Statistics, and ordered to be cir- 
eulated among the members. 

In the order of new business the following reso- 
lutions were offered by Mr. Notman and after a 
brief debate adopted: . 


Resolved, That the Nationul Board, as its name im- 
plies, ought to embrace all reputable companies 
doing a fire insurance business on a stock capita) in 
the United States. 

Resolved, That it is of the highest importance to the 
insurance interest to show a strong front against the 
various attacks upon our business from oppressive 
legisiution, prejudices of juries ana unjust decisions 
ot courts, excessive taxation, and other evils requir- 
ing the united strength of all companies to overcome, 
and that front we cannot show. with our present 


numbers. 
Resolved, That to effect that united strength and to 


bring up the board to its greatest efficiency as im- 
plied in its name and purpose, and in order to facill- 
tate the entrance of companies, the platform we 
make should be broad enough for all companies to 
stand together. 

Resolved, That we view with great satisfaction the 
organization of local boards and the formation of 
tariffs, whether stimulated by the district committees 
of the United Fire Underwriters or by the spontane- 
ous action of special and local agents, and we wel- 
come ail such worka as eminently caleulated to repair 
the railing fortunes of fire compauies. 

Resoived, That on the basis of these resolutions we 
invite all fre Insurance companies in good standing to 
unite with the National Board.

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COCHEU ON TRIAL. 
EE 
‘INVESTIGATING THE CHARGE OF DEFRAUD- 
ING THE REVENUE, 

In the United States Circuit Court, Criminal 
branch, yesterday, before Judge Benedict and a 
jury, was begun the trial of Capt. Frederick 
Cocheu, who was until recently a deputy appraiser 
in the Custom-house. The charge against him, 
stripped of its legal verbiage, as set forth by As- 
sistant United States District Attorney Foster in his 
opening was as follows: On the lith of April, 1882, 
there arrived at this pors from Lieth, Scotland, 
the steam-ship Cregt, with 910 three-bushel bags 


of potatoes consigned to Alexander Rhind, now 
deceased. The cargo was valued at $1,180, on 
which duties to the amount of $391 95 were paid. A 
claim for rebate was made on the ground that the 
cargo was damaged. This customary damage war- 
rant for survey was made out and placed inthe 
hands of Cocheu for investigation. He reported 
that 360 bags were all right, and that no allowance 
should be made, and recommended an allowance 
of 50 per cent. on the balance. This paper was 
either!lost or stolen, and Cocheu was given a dupll- 
cate to sign and deliver to the Colleetor. Instead 
of doing this, it is alleged he made anew ono 
alleging that the entire cargo was unfit for sale, 
and the entire amount of duty was paid back to 
Rhind. After thisit was discovered that 400 bags 
had been placed in the bands of a commission mer- 
ehant and sold. Special Agent Brackett Investi- 
gated the case, and on the result of his investiza- 
tions the Grand Jurys found an indictment against 
the accused ofiicer. 

Yesterday's hearing was devoted mainly to testi- 
mony showing the mode of proceedings in cases 
where claims for damages were made, and to 
placing betore the court the records of the Cus- 
tom-house in this particularcase. Philander Reed, 
a commission merchant of No, 22 Oid-slip, testified 
to having taken from the Crest 482 bags of pota- 
‘toes of three bushels each, that being all 
of the bags out of the consignment 
on which the  consignee’s marks could 
be distinguished, the remainder of the lot being in 
a bad condition. Of these none were in good con- 
dition, and from the lot he picked out 375 bags of 
good potatoes, after careful assorting, for which he 
received about 34 cents a bushel. The freight 
charges were $721, and his loss was $208 65, in ad- 
dition to the $3891 95 duty which was refunded. 
John M. Coit, a Custom-house broker at No. 42 
Pine-street, who had acted as the agent of Mr. 
Rhind, the consignee, testified that he was re- 
sponsible for the loss of the original damage war- 
rant, which he took from the Custom-house by ao- 
cident with several other papers he bad. When he 
discovered that he had taken the warrant he gave 
it to a man whose name he did not know, but 
whom hetthought to be an employe at the public 
stores, with instructions that it be given to 
Cocheu. After that he tried to find the docu- 
ment, but could trace its possession to no one, 
Cocheu and others denying that they had ever seen 
it. Then he made out the duplicate damage war- 
rant which was produced in court and out of 
which all the trouble has grown.

CAPITALISTS DISCUSSING A SOLUTION OP 
THE VARIOUS SCHEMES. 

Another meeting has been held of the Brook- 
lyn capitalists connected with the several rapid 
transit schemes which have ocenpied the public 
attention in that city tor the past few years. When 
these gentlemen first met at Mr. 8. B. Chittenden’s 
house a committee was appointed to devise a plan 
under which the interests of all concerned could 
be concentrated. Among those present at the 
meeting were William Marshal Henry, Dr. Pol- 
hemus, and Gordon L. Ford, of the Brighton 
Beach Railroad; John T. Martin, Seymour L. 
Husted, and William B. Leonard, who are among 
the largest stockholders in the Brooklyn 
City Railroad; Judge Alexander McCue, Samuel 
McLean, William B. Dickerman, Stephen H. Herri- 


man, E. W. Carlies, John C. Hoagland, S. B. Chit- 
tenden, and Harvey Farrington. The commit- 
tee’s report was discussed at Jleneth, and 
another committee was appointed to perfect a 
plan of organization. It is said that al- 
ready a@ substantial agreement between the rep- 
resentatives of the different rapid transit schemes 
has been effected, and that a part of the pro- 
gramme isa the absorption of the Brighton Beach 
Railroad, so that passengers can be brought over 
the bridge from New-York and carried to Coney 
Island without change of oars. The moresaneuine 
of the promoters of the new scheme say that a new 
company wiil be formed, in which all the old com- 
panies will’ pool their issues,” and that active 
measures for building a series of rapid transit 
roads will be under way by the time the traction 
cars are ready to oross the bridge. The capital 
stock of the new company will, it is said, be $6,000,- 
000, and it is alvyo asserted that in addition to the 
stoek $6,000,000 in bouds will be issued. 

The Long Islagd Railroad Company, of which 
Mr. Austin Corbin is President, has prepared a map 
of an extension of their road from Flatpush-ayve- 
nue to the bridge. The company propose to acquire 
the property for the extension under the general 
railroad act. A Director of the company said yes- 
terday that they were determined to get an outlet 
to New-York City.by way of the bridge as soon 
as any other company could gat it. The 
tracks on Atlantic-avenue will pe sunk, if 
that 1s necessary, as far as Bedford 
station. The representative of the Long Island 
Railroad Company said, speaking of the rapid 
transit echeme contemplated by Messrs. Marshal, 
Husted, and others, that his company did not in- 
tend to be outdone. The Manhattan Beach Rail- 
road was controlled, he said, by the Long Island 
Railroad Company, and the absorption of the 
Brighton Beach Road would not, therefore, give 
any advantage to the rivals of the company at the 
head of which is Mr. Austin Corbin. It is the gen- 
éral opinion in Brooklyn that the rapid transit 
porte a in that city is very near a satisfactory 
8 don.

TRYING TO AVOID TAXATION.

, There is a general impression that the 
clauses of the act of Jan. 16 with reference 
tospolitical assessments do not go into effect 
umtil six months after the passage of the 
act, i. ¢., until the 16th of July. This isa 
jmistake. By section 7 of that act it is pro- 
vided that after thg expiration of six months 
from the passage of the act no appointment 
or promotion shall be made in the offices 
embraced in the act except after ex- 
‘amoination-according to the rules. But the 
Temainder-of the act is law, and has been so 
since Jan. 16. If Mr. Dezenporr’s charges 
againstSenator Manonz are true, the Sen- 
ator cannot hide behind any such construc- 
‘tion of the law as his friends are inclined to 


adopt. 


Secretary TeLuEn’s decision relating to 
the withdrawal of public land from settle- 
“ment within the indemnity limits of the 
Worthern Pacific grant seems to be one for 
wwiiich settlers may be thankful. By the 
action of the Land Office, the settler in 
ysearch of arable jand has been shut out from 
wast areas which are not the property of the 
company and which the company may never 
femand. Admitting that the company’s 
right “within the lines of the grant itself 
js well defined, it does not follow 
that its right is superior to that 
of the settler over land within the in- 
demnity limits. It is probable that the 
fieficiency within the granted limits will be 
fully supplied by unclaimed Jand in the first 
ten-mile strip beyond, so that it would be 
pnjust to the settler to bar him out of the 
gecond ten-mile strip, no part of which the 
company may ever need. The Government 
has been generous to excess toward land 
grant roads, and the settler ought not to be 
forgotten. The company should be forced 
to select its land promptly, so that the pio- 
beer may ‘not be deprived of his rights.

The course of justice with the Phonix 
Park murderers has been swift, certain, and 
stern, amply compensating in the end for 
the year’s delay of the baffled police 
in unlocking the mystery. All the 
prisoners not previously disposed of, 
save one, who is ill, yesterday pleaded 
guilty to the charge of conspiracy to mur- 
der and were sentenced to long terms of 
penal servitude. One of the dttual assas- 
sins, Brapy, has already been hanged, and 
Ouriey will be hanged this morning. 
Show their sullen resentment as they 
may, the murderous Irish agitators 
and their abettors have been cowed by 
the grim results of these trials at Dublin, and 
signs are not wanting that those Irishmen 
who are neither murderous nor abettors of 
murder have had thelr eyes opened by them 
to the necessity of more visibly separating 
themselves from that class of their fel- 
low-patriots whose idea of zeal for the 
cause is the stabbing of an Englishman. 
Mr. O’DonneLL’s ravings about ‘‘the 
monstrous ignorance of Irish affairs prevail- 
ing at Rome’’ as manifested in the Pope’s 
letter stand for nothing, of course, but the 
opinions of a single and uncommonly wild 
Irishman, and fortunately so, for 1t passes un- 
derstanding how the infallible Pope could 
have been misled by the ‘‘specious men- 
dacity’’ of a ‘‘sneak and a renegade’’ upon 
so important a matter as the national atti- 
tude and behavior of his most faithful and 
superstitiously reverent people. 


The glory of yachting will have departed 
when the proposed American steam yacht 
club shall be big enough to cut any consid- 
erable figure in our fleets of pleasure craft.

But let the organization be 
the Engineers and Stokers Club. A steam 
engine with a veneered and upholstered 
schooner built around it is not a yacht. 

The announcement that the Sultan has 
agreed to convoke a Turkish Parliament, 
composed of representatives of all religions, 
may mean much or little Mipmat 
Pasha’s Parliament, which met in 1876, 
showed a surprising degree of polit- 
ical intelligence and readiness to under- 
take orderly reforms. For this reason it 
was speedily abolished, and Mrpnar has 
ever seen been under a ban. Why another 
experiment in representative government 
should be undertaken or permitted by the 
unspeakable Turks in and around the palace 
it is hard to see, unless precautions are to be 
taken to preclude such a dangerous degree 
of success as attended that of 1876. 





THE TARIFF IN KENTUORY. 


The Kentucky Democrat must appear to 
the Hon. Henry Watterson in the light 
of a blind and unteachable political dunce. 
After the energetic eampaign which the 
able-editor has waged for months to con- 
vince his party that a tariff for revenue only 
is the ‘‘organic law of the Democratic 
Party’’ the convention yesterday would 
have none of it. Mr. Warrmrson 
had gone so far as to get the 
Committee on Resolutions to agree to re- 


‘port a declaration couched in his own most 


vigorous and resounding style, denouncing 
the Tariff act of the last session as ‘‘ a mon- 
ster piece of injustice, ineyuality, and 
wrong,’’ and demanding of ‘the next 
Democratic House of Representatives a 
measure of relief and reform’’ based 
upon his . pet idea. But whether the 
committee weakened, or whether ” it 
sacrificed Watterson to secure the 
nomination of Procror Knorr, we cannot 
say. What is clear is that the resolu- 
tion which the committee finally reported, 
and which was adopted in spite of an elo- 
quent harangue from Mr. Watterson him- 
self, was deliberate twaddle, worthy of the 
cynical gentleman who furnishes arguments 
for the Democracy on the revenue issue 
through the columns of the New-York Sun. 
‘* So it seems that the paralysis which has 
fallen upon the Democratic Party of the 
East with reference to this important topic 
has extended to Kentucky, which, we sup- 
pose, may be regarded as, in a sense, the 
seat of the vital organs, since it is the home 
of WATTERSON and sour-mash whisky. It 
would appear, also, from some remarks 
reported m our dispatches that even 
Mr. CaRLisLEe has felt its withering influ- 
ence, and that his ideas are becoming con- 
fused in the excitement of a struggle for 
the Speakership and all that that implies. 
Under the circumstances, it will be interest- 
ing to note the progress of the party, in the 
way which it has taken, by the time the 
National Convention comes together. A few 
more defeats for the tariff-for-revenuc-only 
champions, a few more victories for the able 
leaders who are bent on heading their party 
due east-by-west on the tariff question, and 
it may be our privilege as Republicans to 
protest against the high-tariff policy of the 
Democracy, and to advocate the re-enact- 
ment of the Morrill tariff as a measure of re- 
form. There is nothing like the zeal of new 
converts, and there is no telling where the 
Democrats, under the lead of Samueu J. 
RANDALL, will land. 

It is true that the Kentucky convention 
was nota very authoritative organ for the 
formulation of any ideas. It seems io have 
been an assembly of gentlemen pretty equal- 
ly divided as to whether the safety of the 
Nation depended on the nomination of the 
“‘funny man’’ Proctor Knorr or his com- 
petitor, Mr. Jones, and their decision, ac- 
cording -to good local iudees. was finally. 


‘this distance It is not easy to see why several 
hundred gentlemen of the Kentucky sort 
should have got into so terrible a condition 
of excitement over the Governorship of the 
State, an office to which the tedious and 
blundering BLACKBURN has been quite suffi- 
clent for the last four years, But that they 
were excited, and that in their turbulenco 
the eloquence of Wartrrrson was of no 
avail, are facts made very plain by our dis- 
patches. 

Mr. Watterson, however, we are confi- 
dent, will not be discouraged. He will re- 
new his fight this morning with the same. 
serene courage that has marked it for 
morths past, and he will make the lives of 
the Resolutions Committee particularly un- 
happy. But we fear that he will never 
again be commissioned to write a tariff reso- 
lution for a Democratic National Convention. 
A more facile, not to say a more limber, pen 
than his will be needed to record the con- 
clusions to which the next Convention of 
the party will be invited to assent. A 
writer who can adequately meet the re- 
quirements of the situation must have no 
convictions of his own. He must be too 
ignorant to see that anything short of a 
revenue tariff plank would make the De- 
mocracy ridiculous. He must be prepared 
to concoct some such foolish declaration 
as that of the Convention of 1876 on the re- 
sumption law, to the effect that reduction of 
the tariff is an obstacle to free trade, and, 
as such, an obstacle demanding the repeal 
of the law of 1888. In short, the work laid 
out for the platform-maker of next year 
can be satisfactorily performed, if the pres- 
ent tendency continue, only by one of Mr. 
TILDEN’s most accomplished ‘‘nincom- 
poops.”’ Perhaps the Hon. Wim11am Dors- 
HEIMER’S services will again be called into 
requisition. 


THE POLITICAL ASSESSMENT LAW. 


The Political Assessment bill, which has 
been signed by the Governor, differs in some 
material points from. the measure originally 
introduced by Assemblyman J. W. Brooks. 
Senator Grapy had a hand in amending it 
so that its purpose might be evaded, and 
then it was tinkered in conference commit- 
tee until its provisions were rendered sufii- 
ciently indefinite to make its enforcement a 
matter of difficulty. The original bill was 
modeled on the national statute, and pro- 
hibited public officers and employes from 
soliciting or receiving from others and being 
concerned in soliciting or receiving assess- 
ments or contributions for ‘‘ any political 
purpose.”” It also prohibited any person 
from engaging in the assessment business In 
any of the public offices or places where 
public employment was going on. The first 
significant change is the substitution for the 
words ‘‘any political purpose’ the clumsy 
phraseology ‘‘the purpose of promoting in 
any manner the success of a political party 
or the election or defeat of any candidate or 
candidates for office.’’ This qualifies the 
absoluteness of the prohibition of substitut-. 
ing specific purposes difficult of proof for 
the general purpose, which would cover all 
political contributions of any name or na- 
ture. The person assessed would not know 
the specific object to which his money was 
devoted, and it would be difficult to prove, 
while he would know if it was for a general 
political fund. 

This peculiar phraseology is carried all 
through the bill. The fourth section of the 
original measure forbade any public officer 
or employe to pay to any other any money 
or valuable thing for ‘‘ any political object 
whatever.’’ In the bill as passed public 
officers and employes are merely forbidden 
to pay any money or thing of value to others 
‘‘on account of, or to be applied to the pro- 
motion of, his election’ or appointment to 
or retention in office.’’ This destroys the 
whole value of the section, and opens the 
door wide to political contributions in the 
public offices to be devoted to the general 
purposes of campaign funds. The specific 
penalties provided in the Brooks bill for a 
violation of its provisions are stricken out in 
the law as it passed, and such violation is 
simply made a misdemeanor. The plain in- 
tent of the changes is to make the act one 
which cannot be enforced so long as there 
isacommon consent among politicians in 
and out of office to make assessments and 
collections in the customary way. It will 
in reality effect nothing whatever, and that 
was the object toward which so much in- 
genuity was expended in amending the bill. 


“ THE ASIATIC HORDES.” 


As the average public opinion in San 
Francisco is decidedly hostile to the Chinese, ' 
it is natural that Californians should be de- 
lighted that the increase of Chinese in New- 
York has brought confusion and ill-feeling. 
Precisely what is at the bottom of the pop- 
ular feeling against the Chinese, it 1s not 
necessary now to inquire. But itis certain 
that this hostility, beginning usually with 
the lowest and basest strata of American s0- 
ciety, has gradually mounted, (at least in 
California,) until it has pervaded all ranks. 
There was a time when the only manifesta- 
tion of enmity toward the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia was confined to Irish Democrats. In 
course of time that prejudice gave the Demo- 
cratic Party in that State almost its sole po- 
litical platform. Little by little the policy of 
restriction and exclusion became a favorite 
one with all parties. The result was the 
adoption of the anti-Chinese section in the 
new Constitution of the State, the negotia- 
tion of the restrictive treaty, and the adop- 
tion of laws in harmony with that interna- 
tional agreement. 

During all phases of this curious contro- 
versy (for it was at all times a controversy) 
people dwelling on the eastern side of the 
great continental range of mountains depre 
cated the excitement created by the pres- 
ence of Chinese in the Pacific States as in- 
ordinate and disproportionate to the cause. 

t seemed to most people outside of Califor- 
nia an absurd thing that a handful of 
strangers, however unwelcome and non-as- 
similable they might be, should exert so 
powerful and demoralizing an influence upon 
the manners, customs, welfare, and mental 
habits of the strong and virile Anglo-Saxon 
race. If that was true which was alleged 
of the enervating and debauching effects of 
Chinese immigration, American civilization 
Was a weaker thing than we had proudly 
thought it to be. But when California, almost 
as one man, demanded'that Federal legisla- 
tion should do something for the protection

lected regions, The edict forbidding, or cur- 
tailing, Chinese immigration was an almost 
unquestioning concession to the demands of 
the Pacific States, 

While they were smarting under their 
sense of wrong and neglect, and of their 
being misapprehended, Californians oon- 
stantly said that if the Eastern sentimental- 
ists could only. have one dose of Chinese 
morals and manners there would be an end 
of all mock philanthropic protestation. If 
we could know, by actual experience, what 
the Chinese neighbor was, we would mob 
and deride him as they do in California. 
And this is the reason why the recent up- 
heaval in Mott-street has mightily tickled‘our 
fellow-citizens on the other side of the con- 
tinent. Now, we are told, the sentimental 
people of New-York have an opportunity of 
seeing for themselves that the Chinese are 
missionaries of vice. They go into cities 
like this, inspired by Satan and covenanting 
with the invisible spirit of evil to spread 
crime, debauchery, bestiality, and degrada- 
tion among the boasted superior white races 
that have so long ruled the Republic. 
Thereis no virtue in the Caucasian, whether 
it be of the Anglo-Saxon, the Celtic, or the 
Latin strain, that is proof against the artful 
wiles of ‘the Chinese children of sin. This 
was proved im California. Itis being proved 
in New-York. 


It appears to the stern moralists of Cal- 
ifornia that the Chinese in New-York, 
albeit only a handful, are prosecuting 
the same hellish work that has exer- 
cised their wit and ingenuity in Califor- 
nia, these many years. Children are allured 
into opium dens by confectionery flavored 
with the detestable drug. Young and inno- 
cent girls are enticed away from their parents 
by costly presents of wearing apparel. Lads 
and boys are taught to smoke opium 
by means of tinctured cigarettes, and the 
too-ready disciples of gamblers are taught 
the mystery of. ‘‘tan’’ and other wicked 
Mongolian games of chance. Horrifted by 
revelations of these iniquitous proceedings, 
young hoodlums of Milesian descent, re- 
solved on a defense of their own pure tenc- 
ment-house virtue and cleanliness, hoot at 
the mild-eyed Chinamen and bombard their 
wash-houses, These things have actually 
been done. To what extent the new crusade 
will go, we cannot tell. But we must con- 
sider that the poisoned chalice is commend- 
ed to our own lips. They whom we have 
besought to be tolerant and patient are now 
grimly saying, ‘‘ You know how it is your- 
self.’”’ 


A NEGLECTED BUSLNESS. 


A New-York merchant was some time 
ago quoted as saying that it cost him more 
to have an invoice of goods conveyed across 
the City than to bring them from Liverpool. 
He grumbled at our disgraceful system of 
wharves and the absence of any adequate 
means of transportation along the water- 
front. The City, he declared, ought to be 
environed with a system of stone piers rest- 
ing on arcbes and a freight railway con- 
necting the wharves all around the water- 
front. 

There isno doubt that the activity and 
growth of this City, great as they are, are 
seriously checked by the lack of adequate 
facilities for handling merchandise rapidly 
and cheaply. One of our great lines of rail- 
way from the West enters the Oity directly 
and has built up terminal facilities equal, 
perhaps, to those of any railroad in the 
country. It is allowed to traverse the streets 
on the west side to a freight station near the 
centre of wholesale trade and has elevators 
and freight-yards on the North River far up 
town. The others stop on’ the other side of 
the river, and their only connection with 
our wharves is effected by barges. 

The wharves therselves present few con- 
veniences for the rapid and economical 
handling of merchandise. , The only means 
of transfer from one to another and to ware- 
houses is the clumsy one by trucks’ through 
the crowded streets. Weought to havea 
comprehensive plan of dock improvements 
which would furnish artificial appliances 
corresponding with the magnificent advan- 
tages which nature has bestowed upon this 
port. Do our merchants ever stop to think 
out the causes’of; our deficiencies in this re- 
spect? They doubtless recognize in a gen- 
eral way: that these are due largely to 


the lack of an. efficient and honest local.,}, 


government, An investment in improve- 
ments which would facilitate commerce and 
render its processes more economical ' would 
be- profitable to the City. It would, in the 
long run, add to the public revenues far 
more than it would take from them, 

But the progress of this City in what 
promotes its commercial prosperity, as wellas 
in what adds to the attractions and comforts 


of civic life, is hampered by bad legislation |, 


and bad municipal administration. We 
cannot trust our local Government to do 
what needs to be done, even if it had the 
intelligence necessary for its accomplish- 
ment, Municipal reform is a matter in 
which every business man has a pecuniary 
interest. Once fairly achieved, a multitude 
of improvements would follow which would 
bring to the City a hundred-fold their cost. 
But before these things can be accomplished 
these same business men must acquire a de- 
gree of public spirit which is now deplor- 
‘ably lacking. They must learn that it is an 
essential part of their business to help gov- 
ern the City, and not leave its public in- 
terests to the rum-sellers and professional 
politicians.

Several highly virtuous resolutions have 
been adopted by the National Convention of 
Brewers, and among these resolutions is one 
declaring ‘‘ that in the future as in the past 
we shall not assume to influence or avert 
legislation by corrupt or degrading methods, 
nor shall we beg or buy justice.’’ The 
brewers add that, relying upon the merits of 
their cause, they shall submit the question 
of sumptuary laws to ‘‘ the calm determina- 
tion of the public’’ and strive to accomplish 
their purposes by voting with the party that 
stands by them. 
} A report made to the convention by Mr. 
| Lours Sc#ape, the brewers’ attorney and 
agentat Washington. seems to prove, how- 


ever, that ‘‘in the past’’ the association has | 


not been content with making appeals to 
| ‘the calm determination of the public.”’ 
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legislation by corrupt and degrading meth- 
ods, but {t is admitted that peculiar methods, 
not especially commended inthe resolutions, 
have been used for the accomplishment of 
the ends above mentioned. Mr. Scwanpk, 
who is a familiar figure in the corridors of 
the national Capitol, reported to his employ- 
ers that he had made it his business, when- 
over a State Legislature was about to pass 
prohibitory amendments, ‘‘to see’’ the Sen- 
ators and Representatives from that State and 
induce them, if possible, to interfere in behalf 
of the brewers’ interests. With pride that 
was pardonable, perhaps, under the circum- 
stances, he assured the brewers that the de- 
feat of prohibitory amendments in West 
Virginia, Delaware, Missouri, Texas, Arkan- 
sas, Maryland, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, and 
other States had been caused by the direct 
interference of those Senators and Repre- 
sentatives whom he had seen. Reports of 
the convention’s proceedings do not show 
that the brewers: were shocked by Mr. 
ScHADe’s description of his labors. 

It is possible that the brewers’ attorney at 
the capital, in an attempt to demonstrate the 
great value of his services, has exaggerated 
the effect of his work among Senators and 
Representatives, but if we assume that by 
his influence he has averted prohibitory 
legislation in only half of the States on his 
list, his statements still demand attention. 
Of course, the spirit of the brewers’ resolu- 
tions will forbid him to organize and direct. 


these powerful lobbies in State capitals. 


hereafter. His energy will in the future 
be exerted in appeals to the public. But 
if it is true that prohibitory legisla- 
tion has been defeated in the past 
by the influence of Senators and Represent- 
atives whom he has seen, what are we and 
the people to say about these eminent agents 
of the brewers? Itis generally supposed by 
honest voters that their Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are laboring in Washington for 
the best interests of the Nation, and that, 
while other legislators at home are framing 
laws for the people of the State, these more 
eminent persons have gone beyond the de- 
bates of State capitals, and are serv- 
ing their constituents in another and 
a higher field. It cannot. be denied, 
however, that the: influence of Senators 
and members of the national House 
is very strong in their own States, and that 
it is a power which the brewers might well 
desire to control. Is it true that this influ- 
ence has been exerted to defeat prohibitory 
legislation in any of the States upon Mr. 
Sonapr’s list? If it be true that any Sen- 
ator or Representative has yielded to Mr. 
ScHapeE’s arguments, and has been acting 
as the brewers’ agent before the Legislature 
of his State, then his constituents ought to 
put in his place some man who will attend 
to his business at Washington and allow his 
constituents to frame and enact State laws 
without interference of that kind. 


RAILWAY TRAVELERS’ RIGHTS. 


The-courts have recently given the benefits 
of justice, in two notable cases, to railway 
passengers. These persons were traveling 
upon tickets which had been bought in the 
‘usual way, and they were violently ejected 
from railway trains by the conductors of 
‘one of the most powerful of; our railway 
‘companies. The , verdicts :indicate once 
more that the traveler whose rights have 
been ignored upon railways can look with 
‘confidence to the courts for fair treatment, 
and may reasonably expect to recover a 
round sum of money from the offending 
company. : 

» The case of W. J. Connery, of Omaha 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has been tried twice, and at the end of each 
trial the plaintiff has recovered $15,000, 
which was all that he demanded. Mr. Con- 
NELL came to Washington in 1880. Hav- 
ing made an argument before the Supreme 
Court he undertook to come to this Oity. 
‘He had come from the West upon,an’ un- 
limited, or stop-over, ticket, which gave him 
transportation over the Baltimore and Ohio 
Road to Washington and over the Pennsyl- 
‘vania Road from Washington to this City. 
Soon after leaving Philadelphia a conductor 
refused to honor his ticket, upon the ground 
that a conflict between the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company ‘and the Pennsylvania 
Company had led the last named 
company. to discontinue the sale of 
tickets allowing a” passenger to travel 
part of his way on one road and the re- 
mainder of his way on theother. Mr. Con- 
‘NELL refused to pay any additional money, 
‘and was thrown from the train by several 
‘employés of the road. It appeared during 
.the trials that the pooling arrangement had 
‘not been‘ broken until after Mr. ConnELu 
had bought his ticket, and that the Pennsyl- 
-vania Company had received its pro rata 
for the identical ticket which the conductor 
‘refused. » The defense was so weak that the 
only question for the jury to consider was 
whether the passenger's rights had been 
,affected because he stopped over at .Wash- 
ington, although his ticket allowed him to 
do so. The jury gave the plaintiff $15,000, 
as has already been stated. 

The other case was that of FRANK Spick- 
ER, a salesman, who was traveling in 1881, 
between Williamsport and Philadelphia, 
‘upon an;excursion ticket, which one con- 
ductor accepted and another refused. 
SPIoKER was pushed from the train and left 
in the open country while it was raining 
heavily. - The fact that the ticket had been 
paid for was not denied, but it was shown 
that the company had by advertising tried 
to call in tickets of that class. The jury 
gave the plaintiff $5,000. 

It appears from the published reports that 
the company’s defense in each of these cases 
hardly deserved consideration. The plain- 
tiffs had both the law and the facts on their 
side. Yet they have been compelled to wait 
two or three years for justice. Many persons 
who are wronged by railway companies are 
either unwilling or unable to begin a long 
and costly contest in the courts. The courts, 
however, have almost uniformly protected 
and vindicated those who have chosen to 
appeal to them, and if every wronged and 
abused railway traveler could be induced to 

| place his case before a jury the companies 
would become less tyrannical, and travelers 
| on every railway in the country would have 
| cause for thanksgiving. 
} 


The recent statements of the vicious in-

Dr. Aran McLawe Hamiuton, however, 
in an interview with an Hvening Post reporter ex- 
presses his opinion that the opium habit will never 
become & common form of diastpation here because 
the drug is too expensive, and the use of it * inca- 
pacitates the victim for all kinds of work.” Dr. 
Hamitton thinks that optum-smoking is a less 
destructive habit than whisky-drinking, because 
opium does not have such an injurious effect upon 
the kidneys and liver as alcohol has. The Chinese- 
American, of this City, also has something to say 
on this topic, upon which, perhaps, it may be re- 
garded an authority. This Mongolian journal evi- 
dently thinks that there is little occasion for alarm 
about the growth of the habit. ‘* Opium-smoking,” 
it says, ‘‘can only become a habit by continual 
application to the pipe.”” About nine months or a 
year are required to acquire the habit, and there are 
some men and women who are unable to acquire it 
after smoking oceasionally for years. Never- 
theless the law regulating the sale of optum should 
be strictly enforced, and druggists warned against 
the wiles of victims of the opiam habit, if there 
are any druggists in New-York unfamiliar with 
the tricks to which such persons resort to obtaiu 
their poison. ;

PHILADELPHIA'S TREASURY ENRICHED. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—The city authori- 
ties having been informed by the President of the 
North Pennsylvania Railroad Company that that 
company had on {its books some 3,000 shares of

$62 50. The 3,086 shares are worth 3208.872 50, 
which, with the accumulated dividends of $°2,- 
557 25, to which the city may or may not be en- 
titled, make a total of $290,949 75.

TWO EXPERTS DEFEATED 
ARR 
VICTORIES FOR THOMAS WALLACH 
AND MAURICE DALY. 
WILLIAM SEXTON BEATEN BY 55 POINTS BY 
WALLACE AND VIGNAUX LOSES 4 GAME 


TO DALY BY 14 POINTS. 
, The Baltimore boy put a fresh feather in his 
gap in the billiard tournament yesterday by de- 
feating William Sexton. The came was a reason- 
ably good one, without any special briilian- 
cy. and Sexton was <efeated by 55 
points. Tho attendance was not’ large 
Yn the afternoon. In the evening, when Vignaux 
and Daly were advertised to play, nearly all the 
' geate were taken. A majority of the spectators 
were evidently in strong sympathy with Mr. Daly, 
and whenever he made a particularly good shot 
he was vigorously applauded. There was, at 
the same time, no spirit of unfairness with ref- 
erence to the distinguished French player. 
Tite difference in the styles of play of the two men 
was soon evident. In execution Vignaux was the 
better. He made long shots, massés, draws, and 
bank shots reeklessily and generally success- 
fally. Daly's strong point was getting the 
balls together on a cushion or in a cor- 
ner and nursing them carefully, playing 


them, as billiard men say, “for all they were 
worth.” Vignanx took the lead almost at the 
startand kept it until the ninety-second inning, 
when Daly, by afine run of 21, put himeelf in the 
advance. From that point the came was an ex- 
peedingly close one, Daly winning at last by 14 
ts.

The afternoon game was between Thomas Wal- 
lace and William Sexton. The voung Baltimore 
boy soon showed that he was in good trim for 
playing, and from the beginning his friends 
were confident that he would defeat Sexton. 
Sexton's friends, on the contrary, were sure that 
the old champion would make short work of the 
lad. It is some time since Sexton has been 
_ shampion of anything in particular, but it is 
-pafe enough to designate any ef the pro- 
fessionals by this title, for nearly every 
one of them has at some time been cham- 
pion of something orother. Wallace started off 
with a run of 6, and then played along with ones, 
twos, and cipbers until his twelfth inning, when 
he scored 16. For :0 more innings he continued 
to add to his count, in the most deliberate 
way, by one and two at a time, with a lit- 
tle break in the fourteenth inning, when 
he counted 10. In the twenty-third in- 
ning, fhowever, he scored 85—-his highest run in 
the game. Sexton started with a cipher,and did 
pothing worthy of note unti! his ninth inning, 
when, by some good nursing, and a number of fine 
Jong shots, he made arun of 47. A short time af- 
lerward he scored 21, and still Jaterin the game 
made a run of 2. Sexton was evi- 
’ dently playing’ in what the billiard men call 
“ bard luck,” and as Wallace was in good trim 
and apparentiy had little trouble to make the bails 
pbey his will.it was evident that Wallace was 
about to score another victory. So the re- 
guilt showed, Sexton having made only 445 
ts when Wallace finished his five bun- 
th and ended the game. It was not a bril- 
liant game, but a reasona»iy good one, and its 
ehief interest lay in the fact of Sexton being beaten 
by the youngest man in the tournament, and the 
man who is evidently pushing his way to the front

THE RIGHTS OF AN INSANE WIDOW. 


TWO CONFLICTING DECISIONS REGARDING 
EX-GOV. WASHBURN’S WILL. 

MILWAUKEE, May 17.—There is a startling 

phase in the litigation over the will of the late 


Gov. Washburn, who Jeft various individuals and 


charities $2,500,000. There have been two decisions 
rendered recently by two different courts, giving 
a construction to this will, and what seems most 
singular is that the two decisions are apparently 
in direct conflict. In one court—-the Probate Court 
of Hennepin County, Minn.—it is held that 
the provisions of the will make necessary an 
“election” by the widow whether she 
will take the provisions of the will 
or the property as it would go 
by the law of descent. In the other court—the 
Cireuit Court of Le Crosse County, Wis.—it is held 
that there is no such provision made in the will for 
the benefit of the widow as makes an election ne- 
cessary on her part. Ex-Gov. Washburn was 8 
man well known as strong-minded, clear-headed, 
wise; sagacious, and business-like. By his sound 
judgment, his thorough knowledge ef almost every 


department of business, his untiring energy, and 
bis close attention to business he accumulated a 
vast estate. His wife had been for more than 25 
years the inmate of an insane asylum at the time 
of nis death, and is to-day incurably insane. He 
provided for her in the following clause in his will: 

“I direct my Executors:to bear constantly in mind 
the wants of my wife, and to set aside, use, and ex- 
pend whatever money may be necessary, consistently 
with her condition, to provide for her comfort and 
physical health, and 1 place no limit upon the sums 
which they may spend for the purposes Indicated. 

By the law of descent the widow of Mr. Wash- 
burn would be entitled te one-third of the personal 
property and a life interest in one-third of his real 
estate in Wisconsin and an undivided one-third in 
fee simple of all his lands in Minnesota. Judze 
Ueland, of the Probate Court of Hennepin County, 
Minn., decided that the will clearly shows such a 

rovision for Mrs. Washburn, that she must elect 

tween the willand her rights. Underthe laws 
of Wisconsin regulating the descent of property, 
Judge Newman, of the La Crosse Cireuit Court, 
decided the contrary of this, and holds that 
there is not such a provision in the will as 
calls upon the widow to make an election between 
the provisions of the will and the law regulating 
the descent of property in Wisconsin. By the 
laws of Wisconsin if the will contains a provision 
for the benefit of Mrs. Washburn, then, unless 
she, within one year after the death of her has- 
band, renounces the provisions of the will, she is 
deemed to have accepted the same in lieu of 
dower. If the decision of Judge Newman is 
sound, the guardian of the aged insane widow 
comes into possession of over $600,000 of property 
which he will hold and manage for the benefit of 
Mrs. Washburn. 

In the doubt and uncertainty created by these 
two apparently conflieting decisions the Executors 
see no other alternative but to appeal from the 
decision of Judge Newman to the Supreme Court 
of the State of Wisconsin, and to appeal from the 
decision of the Probate Court of Hennepin County 
tothe proper courtin Minnesota. The attorneys 
announce to-day that the case will be appealed at 
once. Judge Newman, holding as he does that it 
is not a case of “election” by the widow. 
gives her all the provisions of the will 
and in addition the entire estate, which by 
operation of law would go to Mrs. Washburn by 
the Wisconsin law of descent, which is one-tnird 
of bis personal estate and a life interest in one- 
third of his real estate. The difference in the two 
opinions is so great that nothing short of the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court can or will settle the 
legal construction of the will and the rights of 
Mrs. Washburn. The entire estate has been dis- 
posed of by Mr. Washburnin his will. The deci- 
sion of both Judges is te withdraw from $600,000 
to $900,000 from the provisicis of the will and to 
that extent defeat the apparent intention of the 
testator: and by the construction placed on the 
will leaves it doubtful whether the grand 
charities Mr. Washburn aas provided for in his 
will can be successfully carried out in the manner 
he contemplated. The decisions have created 
a great sensation inthe North-west. None of the 
large sums of meney left to the various cities for 
benevolent institutions can be utilized until this 
matter is disposed of. Noend of trouble is grow- 
ing out of the will. The estate isthe largest ever 
in dispute in the way that this is in this part of the 
country. The guardian of Mrs. Washburn is a New- 
York gentieman.

Boston, May 17.—At the Tewksbury investi- 
gation to-day Drs. Shattuck and Folsom confirmed 
yesterday's testimony relating to the bodies of in- 
fants and to Dr. Dizwell’s reputation for veracity. 
Mr. Brown again asked the Governor if he would 
withdraw Dr. Dixwell’s statements as a part of the 
testimony, but he declined to doso.

said thatas Secretary and a member of the old 
Board of Health he was familiar with Tewksbury, 
and he pronounced its condition as equal to that 
of similar institutions in Europe, though there was 
room forimprovement. He had made no investi- 
gation as to the cause of the large death-rate 
among the children at Tewksbury, between 1872 
and 1879, which was commonly estimated at from 
80 to 90 out of 100. With proper care. food, and 
treatment this mortality might well have been pre- 
vented. The children of well-to-do parents had a 
better chanee of life than those of poor parents, 
on account of receiving better care. The present 
board, when he was a member, had discussed the 
condition af affairs at Tewksbury, but so far as he 
knew no vote had been passed.

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LABOR. AND TRADE TROUBLES, 


END OF THE MINEi:8’ CONVENTION—CHI- 
CAGO CIGAR-MAKERS AND BRICKLAYERS. 
Pirtspcrc, May 17.—The Miners’ Inter- 

State Convention met here this morning at its reg- 

ularhour. After the usual opening exercises the 

Committee on the Constitution presented their re- 

port, which was unanimously adopted. Section 

1 defines the duties of the Executive Board, 

which will be to immediately inquire into any 

trouple that may exist in any locality, and to 
ascertain the cause of the trouble and its effeet 
upon the whole, and to be governed accordingly. 

Secretary Flannery, of the Pittsburg Miners’ 

Association, offered an amendment author- 

izing the Executive Board to make provisions for 

the maintenance of a strike, when sueh a course is 
necessary. The amendment provoked a jong dis- 
cussion, and was vigorously opposed and finally 
laid on the table, as it was believed to be indirectly 
bearing on the present strike. The resolution or- 
dering an assessment of 5 cents per capita to de- 
fray the expenses of organizing, the assessment to 
be paid before July 1 next, was adopted. Thomas 


A. Armstrong, of the Lavor 7rilune, was eleoted 
Treasurer and ordered to collect the assessment. 

The committee on Ways and Means presented 
the following resolutions, which were adopted 
after some little discussion: 

Resolved, That the Executive Board be clothed 
with power by the miners of the different States to 
appoint organizers to visit different localities where 
no organization exists. 

That the board have power vo draw on the Treasurer 
for money necessary to defray their expenses attend- 
ing the session and expenses as organizers. 

That the action taken py the miners tn regard to the 
ratification or rejection of the proceedings pe returned 
through the general officers of the State associations 
to the Executive Board. 

That the Executive Board be requested at its earliest 
convenience to urge the States and districts not or- 
ganized to do so at once. e 

That the convention favors the establishment of 
schools of minerology in the various mining districts 
in connection with the present school system. 

That every encouragement should be given forthe 
passage of mining Jaws in every State for the better 
security of the health and safety of the craft. 

That the adoption of a system of check-weighmen 
om gga throughout the States where coal is 
we le 

The convention, having/finished its business, then 


adjourned, subject tothe call of the Exeeutive 
Board. Afterthe adjournment the Pennsylvania 
miners met and organized a temporary State asso- 
elation by electing John Flannery President. A 
convention will be held here on June 18 for the 
purpose of effecting a permanent organization. 

The Executive Board of the Inter-State Associa- 
tion met this evening and organized temporarily by 
electing Alexana@er McDonald, of Illinois, Presl- 
dent, and P. A. Crow, of Maryland, Secretary. An- 
other meeting will be held here on Aug. 1 to. com- 
plete a permanent organization. The miners are 
well satisfied with the results of the convention. 
Most of the delegates left for their homes to-night, 
and the rest will follow to-morrow. 

A meeting of the coal miners and operators’ 
tribunal te settle the existing differences war to 
have been held to-day, but owing to the absence 
of one of the operators’ committee It was post- 
poned until to-morrow. The iron situation is un- 
changed. The interest is increasing, however, 
as the date approaches for the presentation of the 
scale to the manufacturers for their signatures. 
President Jarrett, of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, said to-night that they would present last 
year’s scale next week, and if it was not signed by 
June 1a strike would certainly take place, as the 
association would make no concessions. The 
manufacturers are equally determined, and assert 
positively that the scale will not be signed unless 
the workmen submit to a reduction. 


CxHicaGco, May 17.—The cigar-makers’ strike 
continnes. About 750 men are unemployed. The 
strike has had the effect of starting some 25 small 
manufactories by union men. There is some pros- 
pect of arbitrating the brick-layers’ trouble. A com- 
mittee will meet to-merrow night with that object 
in view. The Trade and Labor Committee will be 
present at that meeting and present the agreement 
which has been drawn up for the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Master Masons’ Association 
and a like committee from the  Brick- 
layers’ Union to sign, agreeing to the ap- 
pointment and decision of the three arbitrators 
te settle the strike. The brick-iayers are not as 
confident as the master masons of a final settle- 
ment this week, but think possibly by next week 
the strike will be a thing of the past. 

The Secretary of the Master Mason Association 
has received a threatening letter, by which he is 
reminded that all the dynamite is not in the old 
country, and that a little put around certain build- 
ings would soon bring the master masons to terms. 
The more intelligent brick-layers repudiate the 
spirit of the letter, but declare that it is only.a 
specimen of the feeling of antagonism against 
arbitration by the {gnorant portion of the union, 
which they have been battling against ever since 
the beginning of the strike. 


MILWAUKEE, May 17.—The employes of 
the Bay View Roiling Mills, being iu straitened 
circumstances, are afraid of a prolonged shut- 
down on June 1, and there are murmurs of dissent 
in regard to the action of the Amalgated Associa- 
tion. The men claim that theycan work under 
general laws, but differenee in the locality of 
works calls for difterent laws regarding detailed 
action. They say that the Pittsburg men are 
willing to close on account of the hot weather 
that commences there in June, but the 
men here do not suffer until July or Angust 
and want tho extra month's pay. The Pittsburg 
mills have an old stock of usually unsalable iron 
on hand, Qpt the mills here have no such resources 
to fall back on. There is a strong feeling that the 
time of making the Bay View agreement should 
be ehanged to July 1 or Aug. 1, and it is 
probable that a rapture in the union will be eaused. 
Absolute necessity is driving the men at Bay View 
to look matters squarely in the face, and they feel 
the action of the associationin closing the mills 
just when business is booming, and they can see 
orders daily refused which they might work on 
and make living wages for the Summer bat for the 
action of the union leaders. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—Seven hundred 
shipwrights and cauikers employed in the 
yards of Philadelphia and Camden met to- 
day in Camden to take action in rela- 
tion to the men brought from Portland, Me., 
to supyly the place of the strikers in the various 
works. A motion to pay the fare of those men 
who wished to return to their homes was 
adopted. The 24 mechanics who _ arrived 
in Camden to-day signified their willingness to 
return, and all declare that they had been 
induced to come under false _ represen- 
tations, and that they would not work at 
any wages under the circumstances 
and said that on their way home they would 'et 
others know the truth. It was also resolved 
that the conditions of affairs between the master 
builders and the carpenters should be advertised 
in every seaport town in the United States, 
Canada, and the Provinces, A dispatch was 
sent to Portland. where the agent of the 
ship-puilders is now working among the 
workmen to inform them not to work for less than 
$325aday. The 24 men, at 1 o’clock, took a train 
for their homes. 


Boston, May 17.—A dispatch from Marble- 
head saye the factories of the Manufacturer’s 
Union were opened this morning. 
upon going to the shops, however, were informed 
that they would be allowed to resume work 

,at the prices named in the manufacturers’ list, 
and not upon any other terms. This the shoe- 
makers promptly refused to do, and again Jeft the 
shops.

OBITUARY, 


EDMUND G. SUTHERLAND. 

Ex-State Senator Edmund G, Sutherland 
died very suddenly on Wednesday evening at his 
residence in White Plains, Westchester Cotnty, 
from paralysis of the heart. He was born 69 years 
ago in the town of Plymouth, Chenango Connty, 
N. Y., and his father was Silas Sutherland, a native 
of Vermont. In early life he became a printer and 


worked on various weekly publications, including 
the Troy Statesman, the Berkshire (Maks.) 4 advocate, 
the Aorth “iver Times, the New-Orleans Coserver, 
the 7rue Amsrican, and the Hudson diver Chronicle, 
of which ne was publisher from 1840 to 1844. In 
the Fall of 1844 he published the Pro- 
tector, which supported the nomination of 
Henry Clay for the Presidency. In 1845 he 
established the Zastern <ta‘e Journal at White 
Plains, and during the years 1853 and 1854 he was 
Superintendent of the common schools of that 
town. He was elected member of Assem- 
bly from the Seeond Distriet of Westchester in 
1856, and the following year he was re-elected to 
that body and was made Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on State Prisons and a member of the Commit- 
tee on Railroads.

A MEMBER OF CONGRESS ADVISES THE IRISH 
TO ‘‘ROYCOTT THE POPE.”’ 

CrrcaGo, May 17.—The Citizen, published 
by John F. Finerty, member of Congrees from the 
Third Ilinois District, has the following editorial, 
headed “Boycott the Pope:”’ 

“Of all the productions of Papal interference in 
the affairs of Ireland that have marked the policy 
of the Vatican from the days of Adrian 
ITV. to those of John XXII, and from 
the reign of that pontiff to the present 
time, the last circular, addressed by Leo XIII. to 
the irish Bishops and elergy in regard to the Par- 
nell fund, is the most intolerably impertinent. 


If the Irish people submit cravenly to this 
latest Italian lash, the whip being furnished 
by the Pope’s worthy ally, Victoria, by the grace of 
God, &c., Queen of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, they will forfeit the respect of 
the world at large. But what are they 
going to do about it? may be asked. 
We reply, let them hold public meetings 
throughout every diocese in Ireland, pass resolu- 
tions sternly denouncing any more of His Holi- 
ness's unholy intervention in Irish politics, and tell 
him, once and for all time, firmly and respectfully, 
to mind his own basiness as the heaa of the Cath- 
olic Church.

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A BABE KILLED BY ITS MOTHER, 


; a 
COMMITTING THE ACT WHILE INSANE AFTER 
TWO ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE. 

Mrs. Alice Zimmerman, wife of Frank Zim- 
merman, an artist and lithographer, killed her | 
baby, Charlotte, 12 days old, yesterday afternoon 
by cutting the child's throat with a pair of scissors. 
Mrs. Zimmerman is only 26 years old, and Is a 
woman of fair edueation. Both she and her hus- 
band are Hebrews. Zimmerman is in the employ 
of Mr. Ralph Trautmann, his wife’s brother, a lith- 
ographer, of No. 312 Broadway. The couple have 
been married a little overa year. Their domestic 
life has been happy and pleasant. Mrs. Zimmer- 
man became much depressed before her child 


was born, and upon the advice of Dr. 
William N. Guernsey, she and her hus- 
band lived for a time with her mother, 
at No. 27 Beekman-place. The young wife im- | 
proved under these new conditions, and expressed | 
a great desire to have her child bornin her own 
home. Her husband hired the third flat in the 
apartment-house No. 326 East Fifty-seventh-street, 
and had the rooms fitted up very comfortably. 
The child was born on May 5, and Mrs. Zimmer- 
man appeared to become more cheerful. She was 
attended by Dr. Guernsey, and Mrs. C. Marks, of 
No. 647 East Ninth-street, was her nurse. A week 
o Wednesday. in a sudden aceess of mania, she 
attempted to destroy herself by swallowing the 
contents of a vial containing a solution of 
quinia which stood by her bedside. The 
solution was a very weak one, and she 
soon recovered. On Friday last Mra. Zimmerman 
appeared unusually cheerful, but the next day she 
made another attempt to commit suicide by swal- 
lowinga solution of carbolic acid, which had been 
left on a table byherbedside. She recovered from 
its effects, and her first exclamation on regaining 
consciousness was: *‘My God! am I not dead yet! 
Will nothing kill me?” Friends of Mr. Zimmerman 
urged him to place his wife in an asylum, but Dr. 
Guernsey and Dr. Williams, of Ward's Island, 
after a consultation, decided that it would be un- 
safe to remove her. Her friends and the nurse 
were warned to be very vigilant, and a nurse who 
was skillful in the treatment of insane persons was 
to have taken charge of the patient to-day. 
Yesterday morning she was-vi-ited by her mother 
and her aister-in-law. In their society she ap- 
peared to become more cheerful and spoke of 
spending a portion of the Summer in the eountry 
with her baby. to whom she appeared to be de- 
voted. Her sister-in-law went away about noon, 
but her mother and the nurse remained. Between 
2and8 o'clock in the afternoon Mrs. Zimmerman 
expressed a desire for some food, and her mother 
went into the kitchen to prepare it. During 
her absenee Mrs. Zimmerman induced the 
nurse to go into the front parlor and lie 
down, as she had been up ali night. The 
nurse went into the parlor, leaving the baby 
asleep in acrib beside its mother’s bed. When 
Mrs. Trautmann returned her daughter ate the 
food with apparent relish. While Mrs. Trauntmann 
was removing the dishes she turned her back to 
her daughter. Suddenly she heard the bapy 
scream, and turning quickly around saw her 
daughter leaning over the orib thrusting one blade 
of a pair of scissors into the baby’s throat. She 
had plunged the scissors into the child’s throat 
once, when her mother seized her. The young 
woman fought with the fury of a tigress, bit her 
mother in the arm, and it required the combined 
strength of her mother, the nurse, and a servant 
fit! to overpower her. A doctor was summoned, 
ut when he arrived the babe was dead. 
The women relapsed into a state ot apathy from 
which nothing could rouse her. Shedid not ap- 
pear to realize what had happened. and she was 
not told that the child was dead. The scissors had 
been missing for several days, and it is believed 
that the woman bad them concealed beneath the 
bedclothes intending to commit suicide with them. 
She is now considered underarrest. Coroner Mer- 


kle refused to attend, saying the case “ belonzed” 


to Coroner Kennedy. Until his arrival the dead 
babe remains in its crib beside the mother’s bed, 
the officer in charge refusing to allow it to be 


moved.

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE ORPHAN 
ASYLUM SOCIETY. 


The Orphan Asylum Society of the City of 
Brooklyn celebrated its fiftieth anniversary by a 
public meeting in the Academy of Musioein that 


city last evening. The Hon. Simeon B. Chittenden | 
presided. Upon the stage were seated 250 chil- | 


dren from the asylum and a numberof the officers 
and friends of the society. Among them were 
Mayor Low, the Rev. Dr. G. F. Pentecost, the 
Rey.

inson, First Directress of the Asylum; Mrs. 
C. M. Field, Mrs. P. P. Sherwood. Mrs. Peter 
Palmer, and Mrs. James L. Truslow. Mr. Chitten- 
den made a brief address. He questioned if great 
private fortunes whose owners were at a loss how 
to emp!lo7 them could be better used than in aiding 
such charities as the orphan asylum.®* Instead of 
building costly monuments to the dead it would be 
better to shelter and protect the living. The 
society needed a hospital andachapel. The two 
would cost about $30,000 or $40,000. The Hon. 
Jonathan Ogden read a sketch of the 
soelety for the 50 years of its existence. 
The society has now, he said, accommodations for 
850 children, and has on an average about 300in 
its charge, Mayor Low alluded to the circum- 
stances under which the society was formed, and 
said that the terrible plague which carried away 
parents without pity brought the seede of pity 
with it, and a house for the orphaned ohildren was 
the result. He spoke of the growth of the city 
and its benevolent institutions.

In addition to this reception it is the desire of the 
authorities, in which hope they believe they represent 
Taitnfuliy the wishes of our citizens, that the day in 
Brooklyn be made a galaday. To this end the city 
Government hereby request that all schools be closed 
upon that 3 The various offices and departments 
of the city Government wili be closed at 11 A. M. 
The citizens of Brooklyn are requested to close 
their places of business and themselves and their 
employes to keep holiday on thatday. The city build- 
ings will be decorated by day and illuminated at 
night. Itishoped that the decoration and illumina- 
tion of houses will be general and beautiful. it is es- 
pecially desired that ail buildings on the City Hall- 
square and the streets leading thence tothe bridge be 
brilliantly illuminated. In connection with fire- 
works at che bridge. the owners of shipping and the 
warehousemen along the river-front are earnestly re- 
quested to do what they can to make the river and the 
bay beautiful with bunting and with fire-works. A 
littie effort on the part of many will make the night 
scene upon the river memorable, In conformity with 
the resolutions of the Common Council I have the 
honor to ask the co-operation of the people of Brook- 
lyn in all these things.

The Trustees of the bridge met yesterday for the 
purpose of selecting a committee to wait upon the

Gen. Hancock declined on account of a recent 
death in his family, but he may reconsider his de- 
cision. oe have been sent to the Secre- 
taries of the Army and the Navy for salutes from 
Governor's ,Island and the ravy-yard. The mill- 
tary procession in Brooklyn, consisting of the 
Twenty-third Regiment, a battalion of the regular 
army, and a battalion of marines, will form in 
Remsen-street. The line of parade will be 
through Remsen to Clinton street, through 
Clinton to Pierrepont street, thence to Henry- 
street, thence to Middach-street, and thence 
to the bridge approach.

Third—Grand illumination of the towers and the 
central span in variegated colors. 

Fourth—Fountains of colored stars. 

Fifth—Gold and silver rain. 

Sizth—Flight of illuminated balloons, with rockets 
and bombs attached, from the centre of the bridge. 


The display of fire-works will last about one 
hour and will be visible fora circuit of 10 or 15 
miles from tke City.
